IN the fourth paragraph of my despatch No. 303 of the 20th June, I had tho 
honour to refer to the reported impending signature at Angora of the Turco-Persian 
frontier protocol, which has been under negotiation for some months past. 

’, ‘Though the press continues to state that such signature will take place 
immediately, my latest information, received from the Iraq Chargé d’Affaires, who has 
just returned here after a short visit to the capital, is far from confirming this. 
Xabih Bey has succeeded since his arrival in Angora in establishing cordial relations 
with Haruki Khan, and the latter confessed to him last week that things were not 
going at all well. Faruki Khan did not specify the particular points which were causing 
difficulty, but seemed to despair of arriving at a solution, The impending departure 
for a cure in the vicinity of Vienna of the Minister for Foreign Affairs had brought 
matters toa head, ‘Tewlik Rushdi Bey had desired that Faruki Khan should continue 
the negotiations after his departure with the Under-Secretary, but to this the Persian 
delegate demurred, stating that, if ‘Tewfik Rushdi Bey left Angora, he also would take 
his departure, It was thus for the Minister for Foreign Affairs to decide whether or 
not he would come to terms in the short time now available. It is now reported that 
the Minister for Voreign Affairs will leave Angora this week, so that the conclusion of 
4 last-minute agreement is possible if the new phase of Turco-Persian collaboration is 
to be opened under favourable auspices. 

3. Meanwhile, according to Sabih Bey, Faruki Khan is by no means enamoured 
of the prospect of remaining as Persian Ambassador to Turkey. The press reports 
that the ‘Turkish Government has already given its agrément, but Faruki Khan déclares 
that his only object is to conclude his negotiations one way or another and return to 
Tehran, where he has matters requiring his immediate attention.

‘ IN my despatch No. 262 of the 20th May last I had the honour to inform you of 
the recent Bill passed by the Majlis authorising the Government to spend increasing 
sums annually for the education of 100 students « year in Europe. 

2. On the 3rd June the Majlis voted another Bill authorising the Government 
to select by competition twenty students a year for three years to go to Europe and 
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study railway and mining engineering at a cost of 1,000 tomans per capita. At the 
ud of their three years’ study they are to return to Persia and serve their country for 
six years in the branch of engineering in which they hiave specialised. 

3. At the same sitting the Majlis voted a sum of 20,000 tomans annually for 
tho salaries of seven French professors who are to be engaged for the middle aud 
high schools in Persia, ‘The compotonce of these professors is to be certified by the 
Re eerie and wien, they aro cbosen they will be paid 2250 tomans for 
their journey here and a like sum for their return on the expiry of thelr sorvice.

With this force he advanced first through the Kurdish 
tracts, and finally into the Sabra-i-Turkoman, and, from all accounts, perpetrated 
tho most appalling atrocities, At every village numbers of men were hanged, their 
property looted, outrages committed on, women and their jewellery taken, Pvery 
Meer aad man ‘of this force came back laden with loot, and Jan Mohamed Khan, 
Whos said to have shot many men with his own hand, amassed a vast sum: He 
Niturned to Meshed on the 4th August, 1924, with the élat of a conquering hero and 
thowhole town was illuminated in his honour, From the point of view of the pacifi- 
tation of the country, these exccedingly drastic measures certainly had the desired 
Gitect, and both Bujnurd and the Sahra-iTurkoman are now absolutely peaceful, 
though numbers of ‘Turkoman families have fled to Russia. 

Bele was now that Jan Mohamed Khan embarked upon the course which 
bronght about his ultimate downfall, Hitherto his exactions had been confined te 
the eivil population, but he now started holding up the pay of the troops, and 
gradually. complaints and discontent grew throoghout his command, until finally 
othe 2nd June, 1025, a young lieutenant, by name Lahak Khan, better known as 
Silar-idung, commanding a detachment on the border of Turkoman country, raised 
the standard of revolt and, collecting men from other outposts, finally advanced 
With a force of 200 men on Bujmurd. ‘The Persians say that he was instigated by the 
Russians, and it is possible that this was s0; he had a brother in Russian employ 
and proclaimed himself a Bolshevik; but it seems improbable that he would have 
found many adherents but for the fact that the pay of the troops was some five months 
Fon a er tacontent. was universat. Anyhow, Salar-infung announced 
that he was a Communist, and his men put red bands round their arms and caps. 
'As the troops at Bujnurd were equally disaffected, they almost to a man joined forces 
ith him, and two officers and a few non-commissioned officers who remained loyal 
Were. promptly shot; a sum of some 20,000 tomans was exacted from the local 
Merchants, and by means of this money Salar--Jung succeeded in collecting an army 
ie tome 150 Kurdish horsemen, bringing his total force up to about 500. With this 
fe advanced and occupied Kuchan, Jan Mohamed Khan was now thoroughly 
Alarmed, for the temper of the Meshed garrison was also very uncertain and no 
wtunco vould be placed upon them; it is probable that, had Salar-iJung advanced 
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‘on Meshed, the troops there would have joined forces with him, not because they were 
Oynally disloyal to the Persian authorities, or were impregnated with Russian 
i ctrities, but simply and solely because they had received no pay for many months, 
9. Reinforcements were hurriedly despatched from ‘Tehran and a force of some 
1,500 men and two aeroplanes was sent by lorries to Meshed. ‘Their presence 
jverawed the troops there, and for four days Kuchan was bombarded by aeroplanes. 
No serious damage appears to have been done, but Salar-iJung realised that the 
“ime was up, and with some 350 men fled to Russia, where he was received with open 
rms by the Bolsheviks and sent to ‘Tashkent. He is now said to be residing in 
Moscow and to be in receipt of a small allowance from the Soviet Government, On 
the 2ith August, 1925, His Majesty the Shah arrived in person at Meshed and Jan 
Mohamed Khan and fiye other officers were publicly degraded. His Majesty then 
jet for Bujnurd, where some sixty or seventy soldiers who had participated in the 
inutiny were tried by court-martial.

A similar policy has tyeen followed in 
ri to the Kurds; the Amir-i-Lashkar has himself visited the district.and adopted 
‘most conciliatory attitude towards the tribes inhabiting it, while the present Serdar 
is young boy’ of about 18 years of age, who is not likely ab present: to endeavour to 
tiveige liis father’s death or to raise his hand against the troops established in his 
(huntry.

A'D the time when the British Legation wishes to obtain permission for the flight

You should explain to the Persian Government, in the event of their being 
unwilling to accept original British wording of paragraph 2 although they. are 
prepared in principle to rectify the error in question, that the proposed alteration 
makes no practical difference whatever to Persia, but that it is important for His 
Majesty's Government that meaning of notes signed should be identical with that of 
English text, to which consent of Dominion Governments was obtained. 1 anticipate 

the Dominion Governments would in any case refuse to be bound by notes con- 

ing a meaningless paragraph, which, they would almost certainly argue, renders 
the whole exchange of notes valueless, and in the last resort I fear that it would be 
necessary to inform the Persian Government officially that, owing to the error in 
question, the notes are not binding and must be regarded as null and void. 


(Confidential.) 

T donot think that it would be sound tactically to link Persian proposals up with 
this question, which consists purely of rectifying an error. 

'o introduce entirely new amendments into the text of the treaty protocol, as 

the Persian Government apparently wishes to do, is a totally different matter,

He surprised me by alleging that he had understood up to now that the 
Dominions were signatories of the Tariff Treaty. I drew his attention to limitatio 
implied in the preamble. He replied that he could not be expected to be fully 
acquainted with the organisation of the British F if the Dominions were not 
signatories, the notes which referred to them should be annulled. Persia had nu 
reason to offer the Dominions “concession,” I emphasised the fact that concessia 
was on the part of the Dominions, and that, in the absence of an rument defining 
new relations between Persia and Dominions, the latter could not offi lally recogni: 
the abolition of those clauses in existing treaties which limited the rights of Persia 
to settle her customs tariff. The Dominions already enjoyed most-fa' red-nation 
treatment. ‘The Minister doubted whether the treaty of 1857 could be said to a pply 
to the Dominions, and it was with the greatest difficulty that he was persuaded. in 
consequence, to admit that the 1903 convention (from which only Canada and 
Australin are excluded) was legally in force though much reduced in effectiveness 

‘The Minister finally undertook to consider the best way out of the difficul but 
feared that he would never be able to explain the situation to the Council of Ministers 
or Majlis. ‘There was the added difficulty that the Government has nio power to sign 
‘treaty of unspecified duration, which rendered the British draft unacceptable. He 
thought it would be best to leave things as they were until he could discuss them with 
you in London, Since it was quite certain that no one here would take any action in 
the matter during his absence no time would be lost: He suggested that full 
participation of the Dominions interested in the treaty might solve the difficulty 
sitisfactori Signatures might be exchanged in London. 

The Minister would not listen to my arguments, which covered all the points 
suggested in your telegrams,

On the Kedkhuda replying that he was a servant of the Legation and! must 
obtain his orders in this respect from the Legation, the said revenue officia 
quently summoned another Gullieki villager, by name Haji Muhammad Tbrahim, 
tid instructed him to take on the duties of Kedkhuda and to inform the rest of the 
Gullki villagers that they were no longer to pay any taxes to the British Legation,

official has heen empowered to make such statements, and, moreover, to request your 
Excellency to take immedinte steps to put an immediate stop on direct action by any 
Government official in Gulhelc until a satisfactory arrangement has been reached 
hotween this Legation and your Department.

‘This has never been done, 
and I am now informed by his Excellen: he Minister of War, that a military court 
has sentenced these villagers to three years’ compulsory service, This is quite at 


variance with the promise made by his Excellency Taimourtache, and is, moreover, @ 
reat injustice to the men themselves, and T should be grateful if your Excellency 
Sruld take up the matter with the competent authorities.

TN continuation of my urgent letter to you of the 22nd June, in which I had 
occasion to complain of the direct action being taken in matters affecting the village 
Of Gulhek by certain departments of the Persian Government before the question of 
the administration of the village had been suitably settled between this Legation 
‘nd the Persian Government, I regret to have to lodge a further complaint, 

T enclose for your information a notice posted in the village of Gulhek by an 
official of the Ministry of Finance. 

It is obvious from the wording of the notice that the Persian Government is 
threatening the Gulhek villagers with certain penalties for their failure in the past 
to comply with certain finance measures, whereas your Excellency is aware that for 
the past eighty years the village of Guthek has been administered by this Legation 
without any interference on the part of the Persian Government, 

The Legation hs recently shown its readiness to anticipate the Persian Govern- 
ment’s desire to take over the village, but, no reply having been received from your 
Excellency’s department to the very reasonable proposals submitted by the Legation, 
the matter has been delayed. 

‘Another maamur of the Tehran Municipality is at present insisting on the 
villager furnishing him with particulars of the water supply, &c,, of the village, 

As this manner of proceeding pon the part of the Ferien Government officials 
is in direct opposition to the friendly intentions of His Majesty's Tegation, 1 ean 

Y characterise them as unfriendly acts, and T feel sure that His Majesty's 

‘ernment will take 2 serious view of the manner in which the Legation is being 
treated

3 As regards the draft of the establishment treaty, there hus been and still is 
much disenevign aud certain points of view advanced by the Persian Governinent have

Sore ite ToL this treaty is still under discussion ;, the Persians dislike the 
German text and have proposed a counter-text, which I have interleaved in the treaty 
‘The reason would seem to be that no foreigner, of whatever nationality he may be, 
enjoys Whilst ii Germany exactly, the same benefits and advantages from ortait 
German laws that Germans themselves do; hence the pro} posed Pervian text has not 
Taam found acceptable to the Germans. Other points on which agreement has not yet 
Leo youched are, I am told, of muinor importance compared to the first article. 

5. Attached to the establishment treaty is a final protocol, of which I am not 
enclosing copy aw it is but-u list of the judicial safeguards already accorded, with 
tivo ndditional articles, one of which fixes @ prescription of five years previous to the 
Toth May, 1028, for claims hitherto not brought against Germnan subjects, | The assent 
vovretlia to the inelusion of this clause ix still awaited, but itis anticipated chat it will 
hot be easy to obtain Persian acceptance of so short a period, as Persian law envisages 
reay aml even thirty years for prescription. ‘The second additional article inserted 
Lent or protoca Te cue whereby eacl of tho two States assumies an obligation not to 
da ptoneity papers to the subjects of the other without previously obtaining the 
ioe ane the State in whose subjection such people actually aro at the moment of 
the request. 

Ge Tt is not yet certain whether the final protocol will stand as a separate 
document or whether a simple clause vill not be added to the establishment treaty (9 
Cpetattect. that the judielal measures granted to Germans on the 16th May. are 
recognised as valid for the duration of the treaty. If agreement in this sense is 
reached the Grane ‘will endeavour to insert the prescription clause in the treaty 
itself. 

7. Count Schulenburg expresses the hope that complete agreement may be 
reached in all these treaties within a fortnight, but much depends on the movements 
‘of the Minister of Court with whom he is now negotiating.

2. I took the opportunity of congratulating him on his Government haying 
acquired judicial and tariff autonomy, and expressed my conviction that this 
consummation of Persia's wish was due in very great meastire to the initiative and 
broadmindedness of His Highness. Taimourtache interrupted me to remark that 
all the credit was due to the Shah, I admitted that I was fully mindful of a 
conversation between His Majesty and Sir R. Clive some months ago when the idea 
of negotiations had first been mooted and when His Majesty had suggested that they 
should be conducted with his Minister of the Court. I felt convinced, however, that 
much of the progress since attained was due to His Highness’s initiative. 

3. We then passed on to the question of treaty revision, and I alluded to the 
sympathy felt by His Majesty’s Government with the desire of the Persian Govern- 
tent to replace the treaty signed in Paris in 1857 hy a more modern instrument. 
On the occasion of the resumption of the negotiations in the autumn, I felt sure that 
it would be possible to agree on a general treaty, of friendship, commerce and 
navigation without letting local difficulties obscure the issue. 
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4, When the subject of Iraq came up, T assured His Highness that we were 
anxious to And a way of bringing about normal relations between Persia and Traq 
which would not conflict with the amour-propre of either side, and informed him 
that the question was engaging the sympathetic attention of His Maj sty’s Govern-

perpetually bombarded with complaints from his nationals resident in Iraq who hac

The syndicate 
ould have no objection to paying the Shah a handsome commission, M. Muvrogordato 
femarked to me, if the Shah would only ensure delivery, but that he was not able to do. 
The ayndicate would much prefer dealing with the Russians.

. ‘The question has already been dealt with in my despatch No, 1128, dated 
tle 24th November, 1923 (a copy of which was sent to Tehran under cover of my 
Fh No, 14058 of the same date), and at greater length in my despateh No, 0423 
to Tehran, dated the 20th August, 1925. A copy of this despatch was forwarded to 
‘our predecessor on the same date under No. 1096, At the end of the fifth paragraph 
f that despatch I stated that ‘the Muhaisin and Chaab cultivators in question 
_. have for generations been resident in Iraq.’” ‘This statement needs slight 
jnodification in the view of recent enquiries. ‘The cultivators in question may be 
divided into four classes :— 


(1,) Members of indisputably Lraqi tribes, who have cultivated these lands for 
generations. ‘They may have in the past professed a feudal allegiance 
to the Sheikh of Mohanimerah, but they are clearly Iraq nationals under 
both section 3 and section 8 of the Nationality Law. 

nilies of the Muhaisin and Chaab tribes which have been settled within 
the Iraq frontiers for generations. ‘They are similarly Iraqis under the 
Nationality Law, and for the Persian Goverment to claim them as 
Persians because the original domicile of these tribes is in Persia, and 
because they professed feudal allegiance to the Sheikh of Mohammerah, 
is fantastic, It would be scarcely more fantastic were Nejd or the Hejaz 
to lay claim to the Beni ‘Tamin or any other of the tribes of Lraq who 
came here from the south centuries ago. 

(3.) When, about 1890, the Turks first en¢ leavoured to enforce conscription 
among the riverain tribes, there was a considerable exodus to Persian 
territory, and a good number of the persons concerned belong. to. the 

nilies of these refugees, many of whom haye drifted back to Iraq from 
time to time, Spasmodic emigrations and returns of this nature were 

nly frequent under the Ottoman régime, and the precise legal 
nationality of the families of such returned refugees would be. very 
difficult to determine, In fact, it is highly improbable that sufficiently 
citite faformation would be forthcoming, Som any be velinically 
Persians, some Iraqis and others may have dual rationality.

should the Persian Government prove entirely obdurate and refuse evon to issue the 
interim orders suggested in my telegram under reference.

toa continued and determined effort on the part of a neighbouring country to seduce 
compact block of their subjects from their allegiance, ‘The Traq Government will 
probably in the first instance demand the immediate removal of the Persian consul 
from Basra.

I HAVE the honour to inform you that a Royal decree was issued in 
for preparations to be made for a general election to the Majlis, and. shortly after. 
wards. the elections were begun. 

2 This is the first. time in the history of Constitutional Persi 
elections to the new Majlis have been started whilst the outgoing Majlis was stil 
‘itting, It is certainly in accordance with the fundamental Constitutional Law of 
the country. 

3, ‘The two-year period of the present (Sixth) Majlis will expire on the 
3th August, and. the ‘Seventh Majlis will probably be convened some time ix 

‘ptember. More than 100. members have already been elected, much more than is 
necessary to form the required quorum for the opening ceremony. 

‘LA striking feature of the new elections is the direct control which has ben 
exercised by the Government over the elections of the individual Deputies, both in 
tho provinces and oven in Tehran itself, Elections have never been free in Persia in 
the sonse that freedom in elections is understood in England, Tf the Central Govern 
ment hag not interfered directly, as in this case, the local authorities have always 
done so either at the instigation of the Government or at that of the various Min 
of the Cabinet, and sometimes even at their own pleasure either to gain materia) 
personal advantage or to help a friend. ‘The benefits that will acerue to a Govern. 
Tnent: which has so strictly supervised the elections are not to be underestimated, and 
it will be difficult in the future for the Government to shield itself behind what it 
has at times heen pleased to call a rocaloitrant Majlis when it has itself heen so 
thoroughly discrimmating in its choice of the individuals who are to form the new 
logislative body. 

5, Some of the Deputies “ chosen” for Tehran have endeavoured to show their 
resentment at not having been freely elected, and Mirza Hassan Khan Musto, 
Mirza Hassan Khan Pirnia (Mushir-ed-Dowleh) and Mirza Hussein Khan Pirnia 
(Motemin-ul-Mulk) have declined the honour. The resignation of these three almost 
hereditary members of the Tehran quota to the Majlis has passed almost without 
comments, and is ascribed generally to demagogy, Other former members, well 
Known for their anti-Government and obstructive tactics, like Seyid Hassan 
Mudarres and Dr. Mossadiq, have not been elected. ‘The resignation of the three 
former is unlikely to impoverish the debating qualities of the Majlis, and the 
absence of the two latter is certain to render the task of the Government in working 
in unison with the Majlis much easier. 

6. Generally speaking, and in spite of the obstruction which has been mate 
from time to time hy certain individual Deputies, the Sixth Legislative Assembly 
Tins passed somo nseful Jaws and done useful work, Tt has occasionally been tiresome 
to the Government, which has had to do a great deal of lobbying both inside and 
outside the House, but it shows a marked improvement. on preceding Parliaments 
‘This upward record should be not only maintained but surpassed by the nor 
Assembly if the Government hie used ite knowledge of the human factor

«i 427 bales of piece goods (equalling 11°8 per cent), ‘The *‘Lobolsk” called at, 
Bushire on the 20th June, landing 8,755 packages, of which 6,070 bags of sugar 
(per cent) and 692 bales of piece goods (6-8 por cent.), presumably cotton goods 
In Moharmerah, which was reached on the 28rd June, 820 tons of merchandise were 

nded, including 2,100 bags of sugar and 500 bales) of piece goods, I enclose a 
copy of the manifest for Bushire, which shows the diversity of the goods which made 
up the total cargo, T haye no evidence that the “Tobolsk” put in at any Persian 
Gulf port other than the three mentioned above. 

‘The attached extracts from Shiraz and Kerman annual trade reports 

sise the energy with which the Russian campaign of trade penetration has 
ieon conducted in South Persia during 1927-28. Whether the Russians are satisfied 
with the results hitherto obtained is best known to themselves. By shipping their 
nos to the Gulf, they should he able to effect an appreciable reduction in costs of 
transportation to the southern centres of consumption, and, consequently, to intensify 
their campaign still further should they so desire. Tt appears that Russian cargoes 
landed in the Persian Gulf will be distributed as far north as Yezd, for which purpose 
branches of “Sharq’? have been opened in Shiraz and Ahwaz, as also abranch of 
tho Russian Bank (* Ruspers””) in Shiraz. 

‘The harm done to British trade in South Persia must necessarily depend 
on the price, quality and quantity of the Russian products marketed, and that time 
only will show. ‘The disposal of these goods, at what one supposes to be less than 
est price, affects the Persian mannfacturer as well as the British. One hears from 
Yeni that the local cloth factories have been forced to close down owing to the 
dumping of Russian cottons; from Shiraz, that the local shoe industry cannot face 
the competition of Russian manufactured shoes in Shiraz itself. ‘These are merely 
esuinples picked at random. T have dwelt elsewhere on the disastrous disorganisa- 
tin franght with numerous bankrupteies among the smaller Persian firms, which 
tesults from the trading methods of the Russian commercial agencies, and alluded 
to the advantages which the Soviets may find in courting unpopularity in this 
‘country while devoting attention to the saving of appearances. 

4. Whether it is true or not that the losses incurred by the Russian trade 
Przanisations in South Persia are offset by the profits reaped in the north, one can 
hardly describe their grass undertakings as a commercial success, especially if one 
{tillers the nses to which tho Russian manufactures imported into Persia might 
have been put in Russia itself. There is a statement attributed to Chicherin which 
\s sufficiently logical to sound authentic. Tt is to the effect that it is not in the 
interest of Soviet Russia to develop its trade with Persia, the latter being an 
“sricnltural country needing industrial goods which Russia, itself in the throes of 
Perpetual goods famine, cannot afford to part with. ‘The fact that there have been

Sir, Bushire, July 20, 1928, 

IN continuation of my despatch dated the 21st June, 1928, and my telegram 
dated the 10th July, 1928, I have the honour to forward herewith a note on his recent, 
Visit to the Arab coast prepared by my secretary, Major Dickson, 

Though the Arabs are still excited and aire awaiting the turn of events, the 
Sheikh of Dubai, who has returned from his pilgrimage, is controlling the situation 
aud will not do anything against my advice unless we fail him, 

A renarkable point is that his brother, Sheikh Juma, whom we haye always 
looked upon as the most level-headed and wisest sheikh on the coast, has gone 
ferserker in this matter. His advice always carries great weight, and the fact that 
he is seeing red cannot be neglected as a factor in the situation, 

‘The Residency Agent, Sheikh Tsa-bin-Latif, lias acted with his customary good 

‘and, as will be seen, absolutely refused to allow any wild actions, ‘The Sheikh 
of Dubai also refused to allow a bund of raiders to attack the island and take away 
the women, 

Certain facts stand out — 


1. The Beni Yas, members of the tribe of the Sheikh of Dubai (the Beni Yas 
ure also at Abu Dhabi), went to Henjam under the permission of the Sultan of Museat 
joie three generations ago (the present sheikh is about 80 years old). ‘his was 
tefore 1865, and thus occurred at a time when Henjam was definitely claimed and 
ruled by the Sultan of Muscat. All this time, as stated in my despatch dated the 
“lst June, Persia had no representative on the island; indeed, there were no Persiuns 
there at all: 

‘The Persians first placed their customs agent there in 1905, and, as pointed out 
‘i the despatch quoted, this official had to live in the British ‘Telegraph Concession 
under the immediate shelter of the Indo-European ‘Telegraph Department 
clerk-in-charge, 

‘The resident Arabs refused to acknowledge Persian sovereignty of the island, 
and this position they have maintained ever since; if, then, Henjam is now admitted 
j) Persian soil by us, itis certain that the Arabs of the Beni Yas haye never accepted 
Persian nationality, and still refuse under any conditions to become Persian subjects 
They haye made it clear that they would rather leave Henjam than do so. 

‘They have intermarried throughout with the Beni Yas of the Arab coast and 
their commercial dealings and their pearling ventures are all connected with that 
tribe. The Sheikh of Dubai points out that he and his tribe have 8} lakhs of rupees 
sunk in the concerns of the Henjam branch of their tribes, 

The Beni Yas of Henjam are then, under the Persian Naturalisation Act of

After the oceupation of Henjam and flight of Sheikh Ahmad to Khassab on the 
Arab coast, a report, supposed to have emanated direct from the Officer Commanding 
Troops, Henjam, and from other Bunder Abbas officials, came across to the ‘Trucial 
Coast that Persians’ next move was the occupation of: 


Ras-el-Kaimah. 
Tumb Island. 
Bu Musa Island, 


‘The above caused great excitement, and the sheikhs of Ras-el-Khaimah and 

‘ah informed the Residency Agent that they were sending armed men across to 
‘Tumb and Abu Musa to defend them. 

The Residency Agent strongly advised them not to take action, as the report 
was probably an exaggeration or soldiers’ gossip. The Residency Agent’s advico 
was taken, 

., Next came a series of urgent letters (dates not known) from Sheikh Ahmad at 
Khassab to the Acting Sheikh of Dubai (Sheikh Hashar), informing him of his flight, 
and appealing to all Beni Yas tribesmen on the mainland to help to recover his island 
and women. ‘These, he said, were surrounded by the Persians, and though so far 
unmolested, he feared for their honour. He added they had only a certain amount of 
food, and when this was finished they would starve. 

The § h of Shargah and Sheikh Hashar both wrote to the Residency Agent 
for advice, ‘The latter urged them to keep quiet pending orders from Bushire. 

While the matter was being referred, Sheikh Hashar of Dubai again approached 
the Residency Agent and said that, as head of the Beni Yas, his duty was to arrange 
® jeace and the return of his uncle, Sheikh Ahmad; ‘he proposed, therefore, 
proceding to Khassab himself and from there to try and get into touch with the 
Oficer Commanding ‘Troops, Henjam, through Salem-al-Khaja, Sheikh of Kishm 
Island, and open negotiations, 
ra “Ti,” he said, “the Persians refuse my advances, then I can take more forcible 

sasures."" 


cathe Residency Agent immediately forbade the Acting Sheikh of Dubai to go to 
Khassab or take any action at all, as any conversations with Persia was against his

Again Sheikh Ahmad (about the 20th June) wrote to the Acting Sheikh of

{umbering several hundred) who were imprisoned on the island, as their food was 
Kiulv finished. while the Persians neither gave them any nor allowed him (Sheikh 
Abnoad) to send any across from Khassab. He therefore intimated that he was

‘On this, Shokh Hashar of Dubai, again acting on instructions from the 
Residency Agent, wrote and urged Sheikh Ahmad, in the strongest of terms, to 
Ake no aetion, as orders might shortly be expected from the Honourable the Political 
Resident, which he hoped would satisfactorily settle the matter. = 

‘Ou the 30th June Sheikh Said-bin-Maktum, the ruler of the Dubai, himself 
returned from Mecca and took charge, He was greeted with a fresh letter from 
Sheikh Ahmad on arrival, reporting that a “mullah ” had arrived from Henjam 
with offers of peace in the shape of letter from the Officer Commanding Troops, 
I ‘The letter was couched in generous terms, and promised “ Aman ”” to 
Shoikh Ahmad, and nry to return to Henjam, A similar letter was addressed 
to the sialler Sheikh of Henjam, who were also taking refuge at Khassab (copies 
Uf these letters were shown me, originals are on way to Bushire),

We, too, will make a 
jaw and confiscate the houses and property of all Persians in Dubai—we have 2,000 
ofthe? Pstopped here, as Esaw it was unprofitable to continue further conversa 
tion on these lines. 


My own summing up of the situations is as follows: 


Sheikh Ahmad of Henjam is trying hard to drag ns in simply because he does 
not trust the Persians’ word, He, however, is still more angious to get his relations: 
the sheikis of Dubai, and the Beni Yas to interfere, as their aid in negotiation will 
le more likely to be of permanent value to him. ‘They haye many ich Persians 
their hands, and much valuable property: these could be held as hostages against 
Persian treachery. He would like to see Sheikh Said of Dubai act as go-between 
on these terms, and the point of the Jatter coming in is that he, Sheikh Said, will 
te able to tell the Persians that, if anything Happens to Sheikh Ahmad. after 
surrender, the lives and property of these Persians will be forfeit. He, Sheilsh 
‘Ahmad, is, of course, willing to pay any fine that may be imposed by Persia in reason, 
id the Sheikh of Dubai is ready to guarantee payment. 

The Sheikh of Dubai sees force in the above Views of Sheikh Ahmad, as he, too, 
feels he can both guarantee Sheikh Ahmad’s safe return and recover his 34 lakhs 
uvanves, He is, therefore, prepared and anxious that we should allow him to open 
negotiations with the Persian authority. 


Vi—Personally I am in facour of offering our good services on something of the 
following lines 


The consul at Bunder Abbas or senior nayal officer could tell the local Persian. 
authorities that their action at Henjam had caused stich excitement among our tribal 
elements on the Trucial Coast that, rather than allow a possible incident to occur: 
(which might happen at any moment) and involve us, we wished to open iriendly 
negotiations on behalf of Sheikh Ahmad, These to follow something on these lines : 
If the Persians will reinstate Sheikh Ahmad, we will get him over for them and see 
that any fine or blond money due was paid’ by his friends at Dubai, ‘They—the 
Persians—to promise, on the other hand, not to arrest or deport the old man on 
production by us. If they. refuse to accept our good offices, we, in interest of peace, 
must advise Sheikh Ahmad to evacuate the island for good and return to Dubai with 
all his people, women, children, fishing boats, &c. They—the Persians—giving no 
hindrance to the departure of the population and agreeing to pay a sum of money, to 
be fixed by arbitration, to the Sheikh of Henjam for his date gardens, buildings, 
Villages, &c., handed over.

Persian Naturalisation Act, 1894. 
(Translation,) 

‘ALL, persons born in Persia are held to be Persian subjects unless at the thine 
of their birth their parents or their fathers only are aliens, in which case they are 
considered aliens, 

2 Children of aliens born in Persia can, on application to the Persian Govern- 
ment, become Persian subjects when of full ag 

An alien desiring to become a Persian subject must first be of full age; 
secondly, must haye resided in Persia for a term of five consecutive years; and, 
thirdly, must not have been condemned on account of any crime in his country of 
Origin or be a deserter from military service, An alien furnished with the above 
qualifications may, on application to the competent authorities, become a Persian 
subject 

wT Any alien desiting to become a Persian subject without having resided in 
Porsia, ax stipulated in the preceding article, may, if his application meets with the 
approval of the Persian Government, form an exception to this rule and become a 
Porsian subje 

FA Lorsian subject whose father has become a naturalised subject of any 
forejan State, or who has himself become w naturalised subject of such State, may 
yeautue his hationality asa Persian subject without waiting to perform the conditions 
prescribed in the preceding articles, 

A woman, the subject of any foreign State, on marrying a Persian subject 
follows the nationality of her husband, but may, after divorce, or the death of her 
hushand, resume her toriner nationality, 

7A woman, the subject of any: foreign State, married to an alien, cannot 
become a Persian subject tunless both she and her hnsband change their nationality 
together, in conformity with the provisions of this Act 

8. A Persian subject residing in a foreign State may change his nationalit 
provided: (1) he is not under a criminal sentence pronounced by Persian tribunal, 

Fy That he has not abseonded to avoid any judicial process instituted against him; 
4 that he is not a deserter from military service: (4) that he has no liabilities from 
which he is endeavouring to escape by changing his nationality. Tn the event of non 
Compliance with these provisions, his change of nationality will be considered null 
ind void and on his return to Persia he will be treated as a Persian subject 

0. A Persian subject, in order to become a naturalised alien, even after 
fulfilment of the above conditions, must obtain special permission from His Imperial 
Majesty the Shah, A Persian subject who, while residing in a foreign State, becomes 
A nuturaliged subject of such a State, without receiving special permission from His 
Majesty, shall not be allowed to return to Persia and must dispose of any property 
which he possesses situated in Persi 

10. Ifa father changes his nationality, the nationality of his children, whether 
young or old, is not affected, unless, having reached their majority, they change 
their nationality in accordance with the provisions of this Act. Children born. 
Miter the father has changed his nationality will assume the new nationality of the 
father. 

Ti. Persian women married to aliens will assume the nationality of their 
Ansbanis, but, after the divorce from or the death of their husbands, they can revert 
to their former nationality on application to the Persian Government. Should they 
‘gain wish to change their nationality, they must conform to the conditions 
prescribed in this Act. 

12, Persian women married to aliens will have no right to possess real 
property of any kind in Persia, and shall not enjoy the privileges accorded. to 
rercian subjects. ‘They shall, however, enjoy the privileges accorded to foreign 

subjects which are mentioned in treaties. 
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13. Those who appear to be Persian subjects, and yet claim to be subjects of a 
foreign State, must prove their nationality, whether their claim to be considered as 
foreign subjects be well founded or not; and until their nationality is proved, in 
Ehordance with this Act, they shall be recognised as Persian subjects. 

Li. Aliens who have come to Persia, and have concealed their nationality while 
residing in the Shah's dominions and have been treated as Persian subjects, or have 
purchased property which is the exclusive right of Persian subjects, shall be 
reise a8 Persian subjects, and their claims to foreign protection shall not be 
admitted. 

15. ‘The stipulations of treaties concluded between Persia and foreign States 
regarding emigrants shall have full consideration.

(Seoret,) Iraq Ministry for Foreign Affairs, 
Dear Sir Henry, Bagdad, August 8, 1925. 

YOUR Exéeellency is aware that latterly Persian consuls in Traq have been 
carrying on a wide and organised propaganda to persuade the population to adopt 
Poet sutionality. and that in order to achieve their ends they have used illegal 
means, ‘The situation has now reached a point at which it can no longer be supported, 
since this propaganda bas led to the most deplorable results and has become mimtcal 
to public peace, "There is no doubt that unless effective measures are taken at once 
to furtail this harmful propaganda, the situation will go from bad to worse and the 
Traq Government inay then be faced with great difficulties which they may be unable 
to overcome without making good sacrifices. : 

2, One of the means which had been adopted by the Persian consuls to gain 
their ends is their endeavour to convince the people that anyone who adopts Persian 

vality escapes from the authority of the Iraq Government and that the Traq 
Yovernient is unable to harm him no matter what actions he may perform contrary 
to the law, This idea has taken root in the minds of many simple and ignorant 
persons and they have come to believe in its truth; consequently, large numbers of 
Fich people hiave adopted Persian nationality, ‘The initial results of this idea bay 
not been merely & movement towards the adoption of Persian nationality, but include 
‘Lavries of incidents which threaten good order and the authority of the Government 
T attach a copy of a letter from the Ministry of the Interior dated the 6th August, 
1028, concerning this matter ur Exeellency's information, Your Excellency 
‘will realise from the perusal of this letter that the two incidents which have occurred, 
Dhe at Zayyndiya and the other at Qat’ah, are not simple or normal events, but are 
the natura outeonie of the incitement and continued intrigues which are being under 
taken by the Persian consul in Basra and by the Persian authorities on the left bank 
of the Shatt-el-Arab. 

3. Tt hns become necessary to take effective steps to restore public confidence 
and to remove from the public mind the effects of Persian intrigues; accordingly, 
the Ministry of the Interior have instructed the Mutessarif of Basra to take the steps 
sét out in the letter of the Ministry of the Interior mentioned above. 

‘These measures are purely internal and, although they may be of some 
heneft, it is impossible to eradicate entirely Persian plots and intrigues so long as 
Persian consis are present in the country and persist in disseminating their 
propaganda, ‘The position of Persian consuls in Iraq is undoubtedly: illegal and is 
vetin-accord with either international law or custom and there is no diplomatic 
precedent for the appointment by a Government of consuls in the territory of another 
Pivernment before diplomatic relations have been established between the tw 
Governments in question, And eyen if it is admitted that the position is that of the 
Thalntenance of the situation which existed prior to the war, still we find that the 
Humber of Persian consuls is much greater than it was before Before the war. 
Persia hnd consuls in some of the important liwas where there were numerous Persian 
colonies, but to-day they are present in the majority of the liwas and even in many 
of the qadhas. It is this which has led to suspicion regarding the intentions of the 
Persian Government towards fraq; and it is to be regretted that recent events have 
proved that this suspicion was well foun Jed and that the Persian Government has 
Miopted an unfriendly attitude in all her relations with Traq since the creation of the 
Traq. Government. 

Having regard to what L have mentioned above, the Iraq Government cot: 
sider that it is necessary to take the following steps in addition to those mentioned 
in paragraph 8 of this letter -— 


(a) The removal of the present consul in Basra and the abolition of the 
Consulate in Mandali Please refer to my letter dated the 2nd August, 
1923, concerning the vice-consul at Mandali. 

(b) ‘The stopping of the registration by Persian consuls of persons whose 
‘nationality is in doubt until this question is settled between the two 
eecraeate through diplomatic channels, On the advice of your 
Excellency the Iraq Government has suspended the work of census 
registration in the Basra liwa, and it appears that this suspension has 
facilitated the purpose of the Persian consul there and has encourag 
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propleto adopt Persian nationality. In order to remove the effet which 

jas resulted from the suspension of census transactions it is necessary 
that Persian consuls also should be prevented from registration. 

(c.) The despatch to all Persian consuls in Iraq of a warnitig demanding that 
They should] eae itslepresd bamafullivepananda aid wneud aaa 
action in the nature of interference in the work of the local Goyernment, 
If they do not respond to this demand and persist in their intrigues and 
incitements, the Iraq Government will be compelled to refuse to recognise 
their official status and to regard them as private individuals and to apply 


to them, im the same manner as to all other Persian subjects, the aw of 
e land.

Translation of Minister of the Interior's Secret and Urgent Letter, dated 
August 6, 1928, to the Prime Minister. 


Subject: The Persian Nationality Question in Basra and the relations of the Persian 
Government With the Iraq Government, 


SOON after having taken up the portfolio of the Ministny of the Tntevion, I 
athered from the correspondence which came to my notice that the attitude of the 
Persian Government, especially the activities of the present Persian consuls in Traq, 
called for careful attention. 
Up to the present time a number of important incidents have occurred along th 

, ad along the 

tole length af the Perso-Iraq, frontier, fromthe Erbil liwa to) the Bautalliwa, 


These incidents have shown, both directly and by implication, that the officials of 


the Persian Government on the frontier and also Persian consuls desire to. put 
ojstacles in the Way of the execution of the lawful wishes and demands of Traq, and 
to spread abroad a propaganda hostile to the Traq Government; moreover, they 
profit from every favourable occasion to interfere with law and order, Before 
iating the situation and explaining the measures which I think it necessan 
, [should like to set out a list of the more important events of this kind which 
have ovcurred, especially those of recent date. ‘They are as follows :— 


1. The Incident of the Zayyadiya Mugata'ah. 


_ On the 24th July, 1928, Sayyid Abdul Razzaq, the agent of Sayyid Hashim-al- 
Nagib for the Zayyadiya Mugata’ab, reported i euelsonann (Gab) police aioe 
that Qasim-bin-Ghafi and Abdul Razzag-bin-Ya'cub and Salim-bin-Abdul Razzaq 
fad threatened to kill him and had tured their weapons against him, ordering 
iin to quit the Muqata’ah. On receiving this report the police official in charge 
of the Sebah station went with two policemen to bring in the accused persons and 
to-carry out the necessary enquiries,” But the reiainfug_ cultivators of Zayyadiya 
collected together in a band of about 200 persons, many of whom were armed: ‘They 
took by force from the police those who had been arrested and threatened the police 
with their arms. After this they began to chant battle cries and to threaten to kill 
‘oy Government olieials who might come to arrest them. In these circumstances 
the police were obliged to withdraw. They were able, however, to identify twelve 
persons who participated in this rot, and orders were issued on the 25th July for 
these persons to present themselves at the Sebah police post within twelve hours, 
They did not obey these orders, and the Tnutessari? thereapon extended the period 
te six days, summoning them to come to the mutessarif's office within that period. 
This notice was written on the 20th July, and it was directed that the six days 
_ wuld be counted from the date of its delivery to the persons concerned. I have 
“en informed that a number of the accused pergons have fled to Persia or have 
taken refuge in the Persian consulate in Basra. The police report that the officials 
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of the Persian consulate, when they issue a Persian nationality certificate, make the 
ecipient believe that the Tray Government have no longer any authority over him, 
Tt is also alleged that the Persian authorities in the Persian territory opposite 
Zayvadiya ure encouraging the cultivators to resist the Iraq Government, and that 
they have even gone so far as to supply them with arms ‘There is not, however, at 
nresent sitficient evidence to establish the trath of this allegation. It must. however, 
«mentioned that one of the individuals to whom a Persian certificate of nationalit 
Was insued, was told by the Persian authorities that this certificate would be like a 
canon in his hands. In this connexion, please refer to our letter of the Sth July. 


2, The Incident of the Qat'ah Mugata’ah. 


heikb Mustafa-al-Ibrahim is a landlord in this land, and he 1s also the agent 
for other plots of lands belonging to the Ibrahim family, On this land there are 
mauy Taba'ahs who have worked there for many years. Among them are two 
Cotisins, one of whom is named Al-Haj Yusuf and the other Saleh. The latter died 
before he had completed the cultivation of the land which he had taken, and he left 
it and his children under the supervision of the former, that is to say Al-Haj Yusuf, 
Who began with his children to cultivate this land in addition to that which belonged 
tohim, Up to two years ago no dispute had occurred between the two cousins, until 
the time when Sheikh Ahmad-al-Ibrahim (brother of Sheikh Mustafa) fell out with 
Kadhim and with his three brothers, Musa, Jasim and Abdulla (all of whom are 
sous of Al-Haj Yusuf), He demanded that they should give up the land which 
they had been cultivating since the death of Saleh, but this they refused to do, 
‘Thereupon Abdullah-al-Saleh brought a case in the civil court against Kadhim and 
his brothers (in the Basra civil courts). After hearing the case the competent court 
gave a judgmont against the latter, and this judgment was confirmed on appeal and 
put int execution.  Kadhim aud his brothers were on the land when the execution 
bftice of Basra issued orders for their arrest, When they heard of this they fled to 
Persia because they had previously obtained Persian nationality papers, and 
Idullal-al-Saleh accordingly occupied the land which they had vacated on the 
Stat July, ‘The Mukhtar of Qat'ah reported that Kadhim and his brothers had 
turned trom Persia and had occupied by force the land of Abdullah-al-Saleh 
the station house officer (who went to the place of the incident at once with the 
necessary forces to investigate the incident) reported that he went personally with 
f number of policemen and villagers, including the mukhtar, to the place of the 
incident, where he was met by an excited crowd, He was, however, able to speak 
to Kadhim, who stated quite clearly that he had come back to the land in question 
on the orders of the Sartib (the Persian, Governor in Mohammerah), who told him 
that he could occupy the land, and that if anybody obstructed him he could oppose 
them, and that if the Iraq Government brought a large force against him it was 
incumbent on him to inform the Sartib. Kadhim added that he would not give up 
the land, ‘The station house officer endeavoured to quieten the situation, and aske 
Kadhim to go with him to his sheikh called Ghaith, To this Kadhim agreed, but 
While he was going off with the station house officer and the mukhtar, a crowd armed 
With sticks nnd uns attacked the station house officer. Fortunately, no grave 
incident occurred, as the station house otficer acted wisely and let Kadhim go. Later 
another crowd armed with sticks, who thought that the police had taken off Kadhim 
to the police station, attacked the motor cars in which the police had come (there was 
‘no one in them at the time except the drivers). One of them was able to escape, but 
the other car was badly damaged and its driver slightly injured. It was evident 
to the police that Kadhim and his crowd, which was over a thousand strong, were 
auch exalted at the idea of their being Persian subjects, and their demeanour was 
stile. 

Remarks. —These two incidents are the most important which have occurred 
recently in the Basra liwa, and since, naturally, the cultivators and Taba’ahs who 
committed these breaches of the peace are not persons of great importance, they 
would not dare to act as they have acted if it were not for the assistance which they 
receive from the Persian authorities and the propaganda which these authorities 
constantly disseminate, I have no doubt that these two important incidents and 
others in’ which the cultivators have shown their complete disregard for the orders 
of the Iraq authorities in Iraq territory are the direct result of the activities which 
have been undertaken by the Persian authorities to encourage the registration of 
Tragisas Persian nationals, T regret to say that these activities have begun to spread 
thranghout Iraq. Iv appears, also, that the cultivators have become encouraged to 
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pen defiance and rebellion in their belief that their adoption of Persian nationality 
jas placed them in an entirely new situation in which they are justified in taking the 
jaw into their own hands. This belief is abundantly apparent in the Qat’ah incident, 
during which this Mugata’ah was ocenpied forcibly by four persons after they had 
jeen expelled from it by the orders of the Court. Naturally, the coincidence of these 
tjvo incidents has led to the belief that the situation will become grave in the areas of 
Basra liwa situated near the Persian frontier. 
Muhsin-al-Abjal is an inhabitant of the Diyala liva and an Iraqi subject, 
He and the brigand gang which has been collected under his orders have committed 
nunicrous serions crimes within the borders of Iraq. When they were pursued by the 
Iray Government they fled into Persia, and they continued to commit crimes in the 
Diyala liwa, for which purpose they repeatedly crossed the frontier. ‘The Persian 
Government were perfectly well aware of the brigandage perpetrated by this gang 
vn Iraqi subjects within Iraq. In spite, however. of the protests which the lraq 
Government made through diplomatic channels, and in spite of the repeated demands 
cf the authorities of the Diyala liwa, no one has attempted to put a stop to the 
activities of these marauders, Tn the same manner, in spite of the fact that the Iraq 
Government have prepared and submitted to the Persian Government the necessary 
documents for the extradition of the brigand Muhsin, and in spite of the fact that 
tes have constantly pressed for his extradition to be carried out, the Persian Goyern- 
ment have done nothing to surrender him. Indeed, the Persian Government, not 
content, to disregard the Iraq Government's demand, have gone further and have 
sed Muhsin and left him to wander freely in Persia. And although recently we 
have received news that he has been arrested hy the Persian authorities, we cannot

11. The Attitude of the Persian Authorities on the Frontier in Suleimanieh, 


From time to time we receive reports from the mutessarif of the Suleimanieh 
Jiwa, und theso, together with the incidents which have occurred in this liwa, suggest 
thnt the attitude adopted by the Persian authorities does not favour in any way 
co-operation with the Iraq authorities, As, however, the reports which have been 
recelved from Suleimanieh have not mentioned specific incidents and proofs, T have 
instructed the mutessarif to watch the situation and to inform us of developments 
T do not doubt, however, that the Persian authorities there are obstructing the 
execution of the wishes aud desires of the Iraq authorities, 


T have considered one by one the incidents related above and T have examined 
the circumstances of their’ occurrence; in addition I have had regard to the 
propaganda which is being carried on by the Persian consuls in Traq, especially that 
Which concerns the registration of Iraqis as Persians. I have turned, then, to 
Contemplate the whole situation, and as a result I have made two alternative 
deductions: the first, either the Persian Government themselves have instructed 
their consuls at present in Iraq to do everything possible to interfere with the rights 
of Traqi subjects and with peace and order. and to weaken the prestige of the Iraq 
Government: or, second, the Persian consuls have undertaken to act in this manner 
of their own accord, without encouragement, and the Persian Government, when they 
hear of what is going on (especially when they receive protests from the Iraq Govert 
ment through diplomatic Manet) remain silent and ignore the actions of their 
consuls, and in this way the consuls are encouraged to pursue their purpose. It is 
of little importance which of these two deductions is correct; they both amount to 
the same thing, and the crux of the matter is that the Persian consuls are indulging 
in activities against the Iraq Government and their Government approves of what 
they are doing either tacitly or overtly. 


The Measures which have been taken Internally. 

In these circumstances I thought it be my duty to explain this matter fully, 
since Persian propagaida and the movement for the adoption of Persian nationality, 
especially in Basta, have become matters which are affecting law and order to a large 
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extent, Correspondence is proceeding with the liwa authorities, whom we have 
Scently instructed to take the following steps — 


‘The location of an adequate force of police under the orders of the assistant 
commandant at a fixed point on the coast. 

The attachment of four motor-boats to the force above mentioned. It is 
intended by this means to watch the coast and to prevent all improper 
persons from crossing illegally, over to Iraq with the intention of 
intriguing and encouraging disorder. 

. The expulsion of the persons accused in the two aflairs of Zayyadiya and 
Qat’ah, and their arrest if they can be found, and the reasonable use of 
force against any who oppose the police and the use of rifle fire against 
persons who offer armed resistance. 

The deportation from Iraq by law of Persians whose crimes are proved. 


‘The adviser to this Ministry is in agreement with me regarding the necessity, 
for the Iraq Government to take adequate measures in this matter, He has explained 
the situation to his Excellency the High Commissioner and has informed him that it 

; be necessary to consider in the near future the desirability of carrying out, an 

aI dewonstaation in the Basra liwa,, He has also informed his Excellency that 
the Government of Iraq have followed always his advice in this difficult matter and 
expressed the hope that his Excellency will agree to give all assistance possible if the 
situation should call for it 


The External Aspects of the Situation and my Final Observations, 
I also considered it necessary that the following additional action should be 


take 


1. ‘The application with the utmost severity of the laws of Iraq to the persons 
accused of and responsible for the incidents of Zayyadiya and Qat’ab, 
Without regard to political or personal considerations even to the extent 
of the use of force if necessar; 

2, ‘The base of this movement is, we believe, in the Basra liwa, and has at its 
source the Persian consul there. We consider, therefore, that the action 
which it is imperative to take in order to prevent the spread of this 
Movement in Basta tnd in order to obviate the necessity for the use of 
force on a large scale by the Iraq Government, is the immediate removal 
of the Persian consul at Basra, We believe that this step aloue would be 
Sullicient to ameliorate the sittiation and to remove to a very lange extent 
the very bad influences which are at work there. ‘This action would be 
especially. effective in counteracting the present impression that, the 
Persian Government or its subjects can act as they like in Iraq. 
this question inyolyes important external difficulties (especially if we 
consider all the incidents which have heen set out above), it has become 
oue which has an important bearing on the general policy of the country. 
In my opinion, therefore, it is necessary that the Cabinet should examine 
the general situation arising from these events, and should review the 
relations of the Government of Persia with the Government of Iraq, 
especially in regard to the limitation of the activities of Persian consuls 
in Traq andthe curtailment of the propaganda and intrigues which they 
fare carrying on in a manner which damages both the teputation and 
prestige of the Iraq Government, A decision is also necessary concerning 
the fundamental position of these consuls, especially in view of the 

sistent refusal of the Persian Government to recognise the Iraq 
Jovernment, and of the fact that we have no representatives in Persia, 
We hope that necessary action will be taken as quickly as possible, havin 
regard to the importance of this question and its developments, and as 
that we may be informed of the result.

Record of Conversation between Lord Qushendun and the Chief Persian Delegate

THE chief Persian delegate to the Assembly of the League of Nations requested 
sn interview with me ond I received him at the Beau Rivage this morning, 

Mohammed Khan Faruki opened the conversation by expressing his gratitude to 
ne for receiving him. He said that on arrival in Geneva he felt his first duty was to 
make my acquaintance as he attached the very greatest. importance to the maintenance 
of good relations between Persia and Great Britain, So far as he personally was 
concerned, he remembered with particular pleasure his friendship with Sir Perey Loraine 
in Tehran, who had done so much to remove difficulties between the two countries and 
smooth the path of mutual understanding. Mohammed Faruki then proceeded to refer

Ewtract from Proceedings of the Assembly of the League of Nations, September 11, 
1928—(Received in Foreign Office, September 20.) 


HIS Excellency Mohammad Ali Khan Faruki (Persia) said that the record 
of the past year justified firm hopes for the future. 

‘The striking demonstration of friendship on the part of the Assembly towards 
Porsia, itself a proof of the spirit of equity and justice animating the League, moyed 
him to express the thanks of his country, and to assure the Assembly that this mark 
of confidence would certainly greatly increase the belief of the Persian people in 
the League. 

Persia, however, was well aware that to possess a seat on the Council was not 
only an honour and privilege, but also imposed duties and responsibilities which his 
country would endeavour to fulfil in interests of humanity and the League. 

Public opinion in Persia followed with the greatest interest the work of the 
League in regard to intellectual co-operation. Persia would derive from the 
Committee and Institute of Intellectual Co-operation far greater benefits than any 
she could confer, but with the renewal of excavations and the great interest now 
taken in archeology, she hoped that important steps would be taken towards the 
discovery and preservation of the abundant remains of ancient civilisation in Persia, 

A methodical codification of public international law would strongly contribute 
to the maintenance of peace, and Persia attached great importance to the League's 
activities in this field. 

Persia warmly supported the efforts made by the various organisations of the 
League to promote disarmament, for she could not hope to maintain an armed force 
remotely comparable with those possessed by her neighbours and by other countries. 
An Put in armaments would therefore be joyfully welcomed by Persia, which 
acclaimed every attempt to increase the feeling of security among peoples, 

An excellent impression had heen created in Persia by the signature of the Paris 
Pact, His delegation thought it very probable that the Persian Government would 
adhere to it, but it would nse to explain its point of view in regard to certain 
reservations which might diminish the efficacy of the pact, 

He was happy to inform the Assembly that the Persian Government was making 
every effort to improve roads and construct railways and do everything in its power 
to connect Persia with the countries of Europe. Appreciable results had already 
been achieved. A certain number of facilities had obtained by Persia from 
countries whic had formerly raised difficulties, and it was hoping to obtain 
additional transit facilities, mainly from Traq and Syria. 

Since the last session of the Assembly, the Persian Government had taken a 
reat step forward towards the solution of the opium problem. A law establishing 
4 State monopoly for the trade in opium had been passed by the Persian Parliament 
despite the great obstacles which had already been described at the previous session

4. ‘The Island of Tunb belongs to the Arab Sheikh of Ras-el-Khaimeh, who is 
allied to the family of the Sheikh of Shargah | Tn eapturing a sailing boat belonging 
toa foreign subject within the territorial waters of an independent Arab sheikh is 
an act of ultra vires on the part of the Persian authorities concerned, and is, 
moreover, contrary to international law and usage. In view of the treaties which 
exist between these Arab sheikhs and His Majesty's Government, I have, on the 
instructions of my Government, to register a serious protest against this 
arbitrary act. 

5. [have therefore the honour to request that the Imperial Government will at 
once issue instructions to the competent department to release the boat and its 
passengers immediately and to restore to the latter all the belongings of which they 
Mave been deprived. Ieatn further to add that His Majesty's Government reserve to 
themselves full liberty to present to the Imperial Government a claim for 
compensation on behalf of the people who haye been treated in this manner,

I, ZAEED-mn-KHALIFAH, Chief of Abu Dthabi, in the presence of 
Lieuténant-Colonel A, C, Talbot, C.LE., Political Resident in the Persian Gulf, do 
hiereby solemnly bind myself and agree, on behalf of myself, my heirs and successors, 
to the following conditions, viz. :— 

1st.—That T will on no account enter into any agreement or correspondence 
with any Power other than the British Government. 

Qnd—That without the assent of the British Government T will not consent 
to the residence within my territory of the agent of any other Government, 

8rd.—That I will on no accotint cede, sell, mortgage or otherwise give for 
occupation any part of my territory, saye to the British Government.

Th 
received reports of this nature ever since I uve been i Meshed, and have ney 
previously reported the matter because conditions that would appear bad in other 
countries cannot be regarded as such in Soviet Russia, and the state of affairs did 
not appear to be 1 hat part of the world, For a long time 
past there has been much unemployment in the cities of Turkestan, t been 
bad, and the people, on the whole, have been iving under difficult conditions. Ther 
is no doubt, however, that recently these conditions have become much worse. am 
told that the better quality of flour is now almost unobtainable, and such as there is 
has been commandeered by the Government authorities; the bulk of the population 
are compelled to subsist on flour of a very inferior quality, and even this is only 
COMA in very limited quantities, and food queues are formed in Tashkent and 
the other principal cities

and, secondly, that the Soviet authorities have compelled cultivators to increase the 
‘rea under cotton to the detriment of the area under wheat. Tt was given ont that

3. The economic conditions in Turkestan have naturally found their reaction 
in Khorasan; the Russians at the present time are buying neither wool nor cotton 

pLin very limited quantities; trade is stagnant; the Russian trade organisations 
have practically closed, and the chief occupation of the leading merchants at the 
present time is gambling in exchange, which in a country where the currency, though 
stablo, is fluctuating, presents no great difficulties and gives lerable profits. I 
can hardly be regarded, however, as a legitimate form of commerce or as one that is 
caluutlated to add to the general prosperity of the country 

4, ‘The Persians here appear at length to be becoming somewhat wearied of 
their Russian friends, whose stock at the present moment is at a discount, and T think 
the Soviet authorities are well aware of the fact. ‘Two ‘controllers’ recently came 
from Moscow to inspect the local Soviet consulate-general, and, I am told, were 
extremely dissatisfied with the state of affairs which they found to be existing. They 
pointed out that Meshed had always hitherto been one of the principal centres of 
Russian influence in Persia, and economically and politically the Soviet authorities 
had hitherto been dominant here, but that this was no longer the case: Russian trade 
was at a standstill, while their political influence was steadily diminishing, and it is 
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ramoured that the Soviet consul-general is not very certain how long he will hold his 
resent Post. :

T HAVE the honour to inform you that during the last few months, those in 
authority in this country, from the Shah downwards, appear to be m 
efforts to modernise Persia and to set up a standard of daily life based on their own 
conception of Western civilisation. 

2 Since the visit of the Afghan Sovereign and Queen Souraya’s appearance 
uinyeiled in the streets of the capital, the greater freedom enjoyed by Persian ladies 
has hecomo very noticeable, It is only a few months ago that, on Friday afternoons, 

sin Indies were not allowed to walk on the same side of the principal street in 
‘Tehran ax the men; now all that has gone by the board, Persian ladies are allowed 
to go to cafes with their menfolk and sit at the same table; they are allowed to go to 
cinemas and theatres, though there, they have a section of the hall reserved to them 
‘They may drive with men in a motor car, motor-bus or earn free to sit 
where they like in these vehicles, unlike the ancient trams of Tehran, where still a 
part of the tram is divided off for the accommodation of women. ‘The motor-buses 
plying for | d the surrounding summer resorts would appear 
to have playe nportant part in winning for women the greater freedom they 
now enjoy. It is true, they are still veiled, though the face covering is more often 
drawn aside, and it is it question of a short time before it jsappear entirely 

8. This same change of dress is noticeable in the men. ‘The Shah is continually 
advocating uniformity of dress, the replacing of the former Persian headgear by 
tho Pahlavi cap and the pleated, long-tailed coat by a morning or frock coat cut in 
tho Western manner, He encourages his visitors to come in Western garb to see 
him, and never fails to poke fun openly at those who lag behind. 

4 Only on Sunday, last he received a deputation of merchants who had 
previonsly boon canvassed to wear Enropean frock coats and Pahlavi caps instead of 
thoir ‘sardaries” and merchants’ turbans. ‘They all appeared as if they had been 
toa Bond street tailor, and the Shah was enormously pleased and made them a little 
speech about uniformity in dress and manners, which, he said, lead to uniformity in 
life and politics, aud would finally weld Persia into one uniform whole. Tt is all a 
carefully prepared educational plan which the people appear to accept with pleasure, 
and which the press never tires of fostering. 

5. Further examples of the same trend towards westernisation are to be found 
in the desire expressed to me by the Acting Minister for Foreign Affairs that foreign 
missions should not fly their national flag every day, but only on special occasions, oF 
perhaps on one day in the week, and that the flag should be replaced for everyday 
tise by a shield bearing the national coat of arms. 

6, The Porsian Government also look upon the armed guards at the gateways 
of foreign missions as conveying an idea of lack of security and intend to withdraw 
them in the very near future and replace them by policemen on duty outside the gates 

7, The Ministry for Foreign Affairs is now modelling its diplomatic list on 
that of European countries and wishes the designation of the yarious members of 
the mission to conform to the European pattern. Exception is, therefore, being 
taken to the use of the word “ oriental "* before “ secretary," or before “ Chancer:

‘unexpected statement regarding Porso-Iraq relations made by the Persian delegate to 
the Sixth Committee of the League of Nations Assembly on the 14th September, I 
transmit to you, for your information, the accompanying copy of the miuutes recording 
this statement’and the discussion which ensued thereon. 

2. ‘The British delegate's reply to the Persian statement had to be delivered! on 
the following day, and as Mr. Locker-Lampson was not accompanied by a representa- 
tive of the Iraq Government or by an expert specially conversant with Iraqian affairs, 
the reply was not go complete or &o detailed as it would have been had more time been 
available for its preparation. Ho therefore promised that when the annual report on 
Iraq for 1927 comes to be examined by the Pormanent. Mandates Commission, precise 
‘and satisfactory replies to the Persian accusations will be made by tho accredited 
sepreentative of Great Brito. It isnot, hovever, proposed to make on that, casio 
‘detailed statement on the general subject of the relations between Persia and Iraq.

HO. MOHAMMED ALI KHAN FOROUGHI (Persia) mace the following 
statement :-— 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


According to the minutes of the 12th session of the Mandates Commission, a 
discussion took place on the relations between Persia and Iraq at the meeting on 
‘Tuesday, the 25th October, 1927, This discussion does not show the stato of altains 
in its true light, and Iam therefore bound to make certain explanations. urther, in 
the report to the Ninth Assembly on the work of the Council and Secretariat of the 
League, reference is made to the relations between Persia and Iraq, and regret is 
expressed that there are still certain difficulties in these relations 

In order, therefore, to enlighten you as to the situation, I am venturing to address 
the committee, and I must thank you, Mr, Chairman, for giving me permission to do #0. 

M. Rappard having expressed surprise that Persia should have consuls in lraq 
although she has not recognised the Government of that country, Mr. Bourdillon, the 
representative of the mandatory Power in Iraq, made the following reply, which I will 
quote textually -— 


“With rogard to the recognition of Iraq in Persia, he believed the main 
obstacle to be the fact that Persians did not share the judicial privileges enjoyed 
b ationals of certain other foreign countries. Persia had protested against 
this state of affairs in 1924, when the matter had come before the Council in 
connexion with the British Treaty with Iraq. ‘The British representative on the 
Council, Lord Parmoor, had explained the position, and had pointed out, that 
such privileges were only given to the nationals of countries who had enjoyed 
them under the Turkish régime. It was obviously absurd to extend them further 
‘now that a better system of justice had been established in Iraq than had formerly 
been the case, and it was also impracticable to extend these privileges to Persians 
on account of the large size of the Persian population of Iraq. The British 
Government was quite prepared to support a proposal for reciprocal. privileges, 
suchian had existed between Mirvey tnd Persia. Pera, loveyer, had aoyreboliatog 
all privileges towards the nationals of any country, and would-not consider any 
reciprocal arrangement. The British view of the case, as stated by Lord Parmoor, 
(usi21) N 
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had been accepted by the Council of the League. So far, no cases of injustice 
towards Persians in the Iraq courts had come to light. A few complaints of 
injustice had been made, but on careful investigation they had proved to be 
unfounded. ‘The Iraq Government had shown great forbearance throughout i 
dealing with Persia, but he was afraid he must say that Persia bad only 
co-operated with Iraq when it was clearly to her own advantage to do so. 


The reply that Ihave just quoted calls for several obseryations on our part. Tn 
tho first place, I might point out that it would have been possible to reply to 
M. Rappard that Persia does not keep any consuls officially appointed as such in Iraq, 
Dut only agents in charge of consulates who look after the interests of the aumerous 
Persians resident in that country. 

As to,the statement that the main obstacle to the recognition of Iraq by Persia is 
the fact that Persians do not share the judicial privileges enjoyed by nationals of 
éertain other foreign countries, that is quite correct ; when, however, Mt- Bourdillon 
adds that such privileges were only. given to the nationals of countries who had 
enjoyed! them under the ‘Turkish

many of them. In our opinion, it would be much fairer to. take the contrary view ; 
if the interests of foreigners in a country cannot be properly safeguarded without 
rivileges being conferred on them, we think it would be much more vatural and 
logical to grant those priv eges to the nationals of a country which has some huss 
of thousands of nationals in Trig who are responsible for a large part of the prosperity 
of that country than to limit them to countries whose nationals in Iraq do not number 
more than @ few liundreds or even A score oF two. 

As to Mr, Bourdillon’s statement that the British Government's view of the case 
was accepted by the Council, 1 must say that we have sought for any trace of such 
acceptance in the minutes, and sought in vain, All we have found is that the 
discussions on this question in the Council ended in the resolution moved by the late 
M. Branting, expressing the hope “that an agreement may shortly be reached i

Mr. Bourdillon himself has admitted, since we grant no aulece | to jaeen and

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Mr. Bourdilion further asserts that a better system of justice has now been 
established in Iraq. Unfortunately, from information received we gather that this i8 
fot the case. Even if it were, why should not, other foreigners renounce their 
privileges? It is to be observed that we lay no claim in Iraq to any superiority: over 
the nationals of the country, as we imagine some foreigners do. All we want is 
Safeguards for the consideruble interests that we have in Iraq, and wo shall be the 
first to renounce the judicial privileges as soon as it is decided that they are no longer 

‘As long, however, as other foreigners regard themselves as entitled to 
these privileges, we see no reason why they should be refused to Persians. We have 
hot recognised the Government of Iraq for the sitnple reason that it persists in 
refusing us those judicial privileges that it has granted to countries which had no 
stronger claim to them than we. 

Mr. Bourdillon also stated that no case of a denial of justice to Persians had ever 
been noted in the Iraq courts, adding that the Iraqi Government had always shown the 
freatest goodwill towards Persia, but that Persia had only co-operated with Iraq swhen 
{t was obviously to her advantage to do so, I very much regret to have to say that we 
Lelieve the contrary of this to be far nearer the truth. First of all, I think we have 
rarely seen a Government display goodwill towards another to the detriment of its own 
interests, and I think that wwe are still, unfortunately, far from the time when the 
relations between Governments will be govorned by purely altruistic sentiments. In 
the particular case before us we think that more proofs of Persian goodwill towards 
Iraq can be cited than of Iraqi goodwill towards Persia, Quite recently, when the 
Persian Government had establistied a new customs tariff, iv had agreed to apply. to 
Iraq, provisionally during the current year, the miniwum rates applied exclusively to 
foreign countries which grant us most-favoured-nation treatment, ‘This special favour 
shows that the Persian Government is not actuated by any feeling of hostility towards 
Imq. But will this fact be taken into account? Persians aro treated by Iraqi 
Jai rides cil mioh uvedieyhabiay Government wosllube vary gilt! ealieonrii 
enquiry could be instituted by the Leaguo of Nations itself with u view to establishing. 
the soundness of our claims and our demand for protection against the various forms 
of injustice to which our nationals aro exposed in Iraq instead of receiving the 
favourable treatment. they deserve, ‘The religious hate of the peoplo of Iraq for 
Persians is strouger than ever. Whereas in our country there is no longer any question 
of Shiahs and Sunnis, in Iraq the Persians who are Shiahs are so looked down upon on 
account of their religion that, in the courts of the country, Tragis are unwilling to 
come forward as witnesses on’ their behalf, and even if certain conscientious persons 
were willing to do so, they would be porsceuted in turn, and would not receive any 
protection from the courts or authorities of the country. 

Tn view of this situation, how can we possibly have any confidence in the Iraqi 
judicial system ? 

Auotler example of the ill-will of the Iraqi Government with regard to our 
compatriots is the taxes levied on foreigners, the burden of which falls with par 
severity on Persians, We rofer to the jensiat tax, i.e. taxes which have to be paid by 
foreigners born in Iraq who wish to maintain their nationality of ori tax is 
aimed particularly at the Persians who regard Iraq as «holy land, proceed thither very 
frequently in pilgrimage and often settle down to pass the remainder of their lives 
there. It is the children of these poor and pious men who have to. pay these taxes on 
pain of losing their natiovality. ‘The burden is so heavy that the Persian Government 
has recently had to incur financial responsibilities in assisting those of its. subjects 
who were unable to pay the tax, but did not wish to change their nationalit 

Contrary to what has been alleged, the Persian Government has adopted a very 
conciliatory “attitude in this question of judicial privileges, but its most modest 
demands have been refused. It had proposed to the Iraqi Government that Shiah 
uingistrates should be appointed in localities in which there are a large number of 
Porsiaus, in order that the latter may at least be protected from religious. persecution, 
but in this respect also the Persian Governinent has not obtained any satisfaction. 

Reference was also made in the Mandates Commission to incursions into Iraq by 
lands of brigands trom the other side of the frontier. I regret that on this occasion 
we had no representatives on the commission ; otherwise we could have proved that the 
Persian Government has always complained of the fact that the Iraqi territory has 
served as a basis of operations for brigands and rebels making incursions into Persia. 
How is it that the famous Sheikh Malmoud is living. tranguilly in Iraqi territory in 
spite of his misdeeds? And was not that sinister individual Semitko, who has in 
recent years been a cause of grave anxiety to the Persian Government, enjoying

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ylum in Iraq at the very time when Mr. Bourdillon was replying at Geneva to 
M. Rappard’s questions? ‘Two years ago, did not the Pushdari tribes cross from Traq 
into Persia, commit considerable damage and force the Persian Government to organise 
an expedition against thein? 

Finally, Mr. Bourdillon stated to the commission 





“The Persian Government has recently prohibited its nationals from entering 
Traq on the pretext that there were at Basra a certain number of cases of cholers 
although the Persians cross the frontier some hundreds of miles to the north of 
this town and proceed principally to the holy cities which are not in any way 
affected by the disease. It may be stated, by the way, that the cases of cholera 
which have occurred in Basra come from Persia.” 


In this connexion, T should state that the Persian Government had forbidden ite 
nationals to proceed to Traq, not on account of the one or two cases of cholera reported 
at Basra, but because cases of plague had been notified at Bagdad, the capital of 
Traq, through which city all persons proceeding from Persia to the holy cities must 
pass, Tt is, moreover, common knowledge that cholera and plague are two terrible 
igeases which have their focus in India and enter Persia almoat invariably via Traq— 
4 fact which obliges the Persian Government to expend huge sums each year and take 
very energetic steps to prevent widespread epidemics. 

Tn conclusion, I venture to repeat that, in spite of all I have said, our feelings 
towards Iraq aro friendly and brotherly, and we desire nothing better than the 
establishment botween our two countries of the best possible relations, But we desire 
Trag to show similar sontiments towards ourselves and not always to take one-sided 
views,

He was entirely in the hands of the commission, 
and was prepared to do whatever was thought best, hut he would be glad if an 
opportunity could be given hin at a later date, after he had been able to read the 
Yorbatim report of the Persian delegates statement, of replying to it 

He added that every territory under British mandato had, up to the present, got 


on admirably with its neighbours, the only exception being the relations between 
Persia and Iraq, 


SIR KURMA VENKATA REDD (India) said that he had been very much taken 
aback by the chargo levelled against his country to the effect that plague and cholera had 
been introduced into Persia by Indians. He had no official information on the subject, 
this was the first time that it had been brought to his notice. He would, however, 
make cuquities in regard to it, At the same time, he would be glad to know if the 
Porsian Government had made any representatious to the Indian Goverament on the 
matter, | So far as he was aware, his Government took the utmost care in the matter of 
quarantine, and other health rules, as far as concerned the pilgrims that left India for 
Arabia or Persia. If, however, there was any foundation for the charges made, he 


would by glad if the Persian Government would refer them to the Indian Government 
and obtain the necessary explanations, 


IH, MOHAMMED ALI KHAN FOKOUGHI (Persia) regretted that a misunder- 
standing had arisen, Le had not wished to give the impression that cholera and plague 
wore introduced into Persia by Hindoos, 

Da. NANSEN (Norway) proposed that the matter should be adjourned in order 
to give tho British delegate an opportunity of replying to the Persian delegate's 
statement, as he was anxious to do, He thought it would be unwise to attempt to 
ayoid a discussion, 


Mutx. VACARESCO (Roumania) supported this proposal. 
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M. RAPPARD (Switzerland) agreed with Dr. Nansen. Each of the two parties 
stould be given an opportunity of expressing its opinion, but, at the same time, it 
ould not be advisable for a dispute to be submitted to the Asseinbly, which, for the 
time being, only concerned two Powers, especially as the latter were at liberty to apply 
tothe Council should they not succeed in reaching an agreement. 

On the VICE-CHAIRMAN'S proposal, the committee decided to furnish the 
British delegation with an opportunity of replying to the Persian delegation’s 
statements,

Versia had 
gone into certain detailed points and had been very precise in his speech, it would be 
necessary for him to be equally precise. 
Mr. Locker-Lampson then read the following statement :— 














The Persian delegute was correct in informing this committee yesterday that the 
relations between his country and Iraq are at present unsatisfactory, 1 venture, 
However, to doubt whother his statement or the tanner in which it was couched is 
likely to improve those relations. It is understood that the Persian Government have 
sade their recognition of Iraq dependent upon the extension to their nationals in 
Iraq of the judicial privileges enjoyed by certain other foreigners under the Judicial 
Agreement of 1924, ty 1 article 9 of the Anglo-Lraq ‘Treaty of the 
10th October, 19; ‘The relevant provisions of this article read as follows :— 


“His Majesty the King of Iraq undertakes that he will accept and 
Genie Pee provisions as His Britannic Majesty may consider necessary in 
judicial matters to safeguard the interests of foreigners in consequence of the non- 
pplication of the immunities and privileges enjoyed by them under capitulation 
or usage. These provisions shall be embodied in a separate agreement which 
shall be communicated to the Couneil of the League of Nations.” 


The relevant article of the Judicial Agreement of the 25th March, 1924, to which 
the Persian delegate takes exception, reads as follows -— 
“The expression ‘foreiguers’ means the nationals of any European or 
American State which formerly benefited by Capitulations in ‘Vurkey and did not 
renounce the same by an agreement signed before the 24th July, 1923, and of any 


ic State which is now permanently represented ou the Council of the League 
‘ation 




































‘The committee will thus note that not only Persian nationals, but also nationals of 
Sther countries, are excluded in Iraq from the benefits of the Judicial Agreement of 
W921. The Persian delegate inaintains that his compatriots have a legal and moral 
Tight to judicial privileges in Iraq—firstly, because they enjoyed a special judicial 
égime in that country under Turkish rule, and, secondly, because all the members of 

League of Nations should in such matters receive equal treatment. 

On the other hand, the Government and people of Iraq do not desire that the scope 
eEthe Judicial Agreement of 1924 should be extended, and are not prepared to consent 
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to its extension to the Persian colony in Iraq. From a practical point of view, such 
extension could not be effected without the complete disorganisation of the whole le, 
systein of the conntry, in view of the fact that these privileges have hitherto been 
enjoyed only by certain small groups of foreigners, while the Persian residents nuraber 
about 200,000. Moreover, we must bear in mind the psychological effect of this 
demand of the Persian Government on the inhabitants of the Kingdom of Iraq. They 
find it difficult to understand why Persia should peremptorily demand privileges of g 
capitulatory nature in their country at the very time when she is radically abolishing 
All mich privileges in her own couuiry, thus claiming rights which she is not prepared 
togive in return. It is the considered opinion of my Government, whose representa. 
tives have acted as intermediaries between Persia and Iraq, that this problem could be 
solved if goodwill were shown and a compromise acceptable to all concerned could by 
secured, ‘Tho Persian delegate in his statement mentioned a proposal made by his 
Government that Shiah magistrates should be appointed in the areas most inhabited by 
the Persian residents. This proposal has received most careful consideration, and the 
responsible authorities regret to find that it is impracticable, as it would necessitate 
the creation of a special corps of Shish magistrates aud judges, and it would be a 
Gistinct set-back to the judicial syatem of Iraq to have to introduce a religious teat as a 
nocessary qualification for judicial appointments and to hive to fill vacant appoint. 
ments with Shiahs, even if there were suitable candidates from the point of view of 
Tegal attainments who did not happen to belong to the sect. 

‘Vhe Persian delegate expressed doubt whether the Council liad accepted the views 
of His Majesty’s Government in Great Britain on the 27th September, 11124, when 
they considers n communication from the Persian Goverument regardiog the judicial 
situation of Persians in Iraq. T have looked up the minutes of that meeting, and find 
that the Council took note of the declurations of the representatives of Great Britain 
and Porsiaand expressed the hope that an agreement would soon be reached on the 
judicial situation of Persian nationals in Iraq, but at the sane meeting the Council 
unanimously adopted a decision approving the terms of a communication from His 
Majesty's Government in Great Britain to which the Judicial Agreement of 1924 was 
an avnex. twill thos be seen that the Council have, in fact, approved the terms of 
that agreement, I Invite the attention of the committee and of the Persian delegate to 
this important poin 

‘As rogurds the hope expressed by the Council that an agreement would soon be 
reached on the judicial situation of Persian nationals in Iraq, f can say with complete 
confidence that no effort has been or will be spared by His Majesty's Government in 
Great Britain aud by the Iraq Governmerit to reach stich an agreement which would 
bo most welcome to them. 

Wo heard yesterday that Persia does not have fully commissioned consuls in Traq, 
but only agents in charge of consulates who look after the interests of the Persian 
residonts, I understand, however, that these agents are provisionally recognised by 
the Iraq Government as consuls, aud receive the same facilities as would be grauted to 
fully cominissioned consular officers. 

‘Vhers is another point in the Persian delegate’s speech to which I would like to 
refer, an that is the tax called “djensiate.” I understand that this is a payment 
Which all persons of foreigw nationality residing in Iraq are required to pay if they 
iro) to Sualstalniltiahy dovaiga nalicnaliiy! the payraent oh ble tale hoyrere 
only required by persous whose parents and grandparents have resided in Iraq—ice. by 
those of tho second generation. ‘The tax was origiually fixed at a single payment of 
50 rupeos, but, in response to a request made by the Persian Government, it was 
reduced to a single payment of 10 rupees. Tn any event, I understand that all 
forcigners are treated alike, 

will now turn to the allegations made by the Persian delegate in regard 10 
frontier incidents. Frontier incidents have, unfortunately, occurred owing to the 
nature of the districts on both sides of the Persian-Iraq frontier, and owing to the fact 
that these districts are, to a great extent, peopled by tribes over which control is ne 
light task. Many of these are migratory and spend half the year in Irag and balf in 
Persis. Border raids and local disturbances have, unfortunately, been fairly common 
for many years. past and are no recent phenomenon in these districts, I can, howeves, 
assure the committer that the frag Government leave no stone unturned to ameliorate 
the situation and pride themselves on the fact that this situation has indeed improved 
during the past two years. 

T regret that, as I am not accompanied by a representative of the Iraq Government 
or by au expert on the conditions prevailing in that kingdom, i have been unable © 
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fornish as complete and as detailed a reply to the statement of the Persian delegate as 
Jshould have desired. Nevertheless, I feel confident that when the annual report on 
Iraq for 1927 comes to be examined! by tho Permanent Mandates Commission, that 
jody will bear in mind the statements made by the Persian delegate and will receive 
precise and satisfactory replies from the accredited representative of Great Britain, 

Before conclading my statement, I venture to draw the committee's attention to 
the broader aspect of this exchange of statements between the Persian delegate and 
nyself.. Are they likely to better the present unfortunate situation? [doubt it: Our 
deliberations are attended with the utmost publicity. Versions of the statement made 
by the Persian delegate have probably by now appeared in the Traq: press. Local 
feeling may be thus aroused and the attempts of the British representatives and of tho 
Gorernment of Iraq to reach a satisfactory settlement may be seriously impeded. In 
this connexion I remember hearing of a statement made by the representative of 
anotlier country to the Seventh Assembly of the League in connexion with an incident 
‘hich was at that time the subject of negotiation in'the same manner us the problems 
which form the subject of the Persian delegate’s speech are under negotiation. 
Lord Cecil replied to the effect that whilst he was unaware that the matter in question 
swas to be raised, he happened to know sulficient about the facts to say ut once that he 
did not agree with the statement that had been made, and that his view of the incident 
was entirely different from that which had been laid before the Assembly. Lord Cecil 
went on to say that he could not, however, pretend to think that a statement such as 
that which had just been made was in any way likely to assist in attaining»w peaceful 
and friendly settlement of the question. 

Mr, President, I submit that similar considerations apply to the presont case, and, 
whilst I trust the Committee will have understood from my’ statement that the views 
expressed by the Persian delegate yesterday are not only. based ou a misconception of 
the facts, but also embody only one aspect of this, question, I elieve they will, agreo 
that it is one which is more suitable for negotiation than for public debate. in. this 
Committee, and one which, 1 trust, will be settled. by such negotiation, and will. not 
have to be brought before the Council. 


In conclusion, Mr. Locker-Lampson thanked the president and members of the 
Committee for having given hitn an opportunity of making the foregoing statemont, 


SIR KURMA VENKATA REDDI Gate) said that when he protested the 
previous day against a statement made by the Persian representative, he was wnder 
the itppression that the charge was that cholera and plague reached Persia from India, 
He found from the minutes that India was described as the focus of those diseases, 
which were said to enter Persia through Iraq. A focus vould be centrifugal or 

I. If the suggestion was that those diseases emanated from India, he 
challenged the statement. Tt had heen proved historically that the plague did’ not 
rigivate in India, and the Indian Government had done its best to put it down, 
ladia had often suffered from cholera, but cholera might oceur anywhere where there 
was an aggrogation of people and a sanitary water supply was not available; it did 
uot have to come from another country, and there was no reason why India should be 
held responsible for cholera entering Persia, ‘The remarks he made the previous day 
were a sufficient answer to the accusation which hnd been made. 


THE CHAIRMAN noted that several otlier members of the Committes had 
inthnated a wish to speak on this question, He thought, however, that the discussion 
vas ouly remotely connected with the agenda, Eyery country had diplomatic 
dificulties. If all these difficulties were discussed before the League of Nations, it 
would be overwhelmed with work, Each Government must try to solve its own 
Aificulties hy direct negotiations, and not refer them to the League unless the 


Begotiations failed. He therefore proposed to declare that the discussion on this 
question was closed. 


M. HUSSEIN KHAN ALA (Persia) said that the first delegate of Persia, who 
Has a member of the Sixth Committee, was at that moment attending a meeting of tho 
the Council, ‘The speaker could only uphold the declaration made by his delegation 
ithe previous day’s meeting and reserve the right of His Highness Mohammed Ali 
Rhan Foroughi to reply later to the British delegate’s remarks.

HE secretary of German Legation in charge of treaty matters, with whom 
T haye had a long discussion on the subject of safeguards, informs me that the 
German Government, owing to reciprocity mentioned in clause 1 (see paragraph 4 
of despatch No, 309) cannot agree to inclusion in treaty of safeguards in their 
present form. ‘The German Legation consider that the most satistactory solntion 
of the difficulty would be for the Persian Government to bring their own law into 
line with the safeguards, and they therefore propose to try and obtain from Persian 
Government a letter stating that, until such time as Persian law be made 
conformable to them, the safeguards will be considered yalid. The Persian Govern- 
ment might possibly consent to fix on a date—say the 10th May next—by which 
such conformity should be achieved. I should be glad to know whether it is 
considered desirable that we should still aim at including safeguards in the treaty, 
though we do not appear to be under the same disability as the Germans as regards 
clause 1, 

‘The German Legation would eyen now try to get mention of reciprocity 
excluded from clause 1 so as to permit of safeguards being included in the treaty, 
and they are quite prepared to act in accordance with our wishes in the matter: 
but neither we nor they think that the consent of the Persian Government to this 
course is likely. It has been shown by recent practice that where safeguards conflict 
with Persian law, there is already a tendency to question their validity on the part 
of the judicial authorities. The solution proposed above consequently. seems to 
both of us to be the best, but I should be glad of your views. In any case the 
German Legation will not for the present raise the point with the Persian Govern- 
ment, who, since the return of the Minister of Court have raised various points 
in the treaties which have still to be thrashed out. " 

I will not yet send home copies of the texts of the friendship, commercial 
and establishment treaties as they stand at present, since further alterations are 
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being made, and I expect you have already had them from Berlin, No mention

Report on the Political Condition of Kerman Province. 
1, General Political Situation. 


1, KERMAN has never played a prominent part in the national politics of 
Porsia. During the whole of the period of constitutional struggle (1907-11) 
Kerman remained undisturbed, excopt for a briof period when a gang of roughs and 
brigands took advantage of the temporary feobleness of an incompetent Governor- 
Genoral to disturb the public peace. Conturies of conquest, misgovernment and 
oppression, haye taught the people of this provinco to expect little and to be content 
with leas,’ Kerman is in a political and economic backwater, and its inhabitants 
recognise it to be 60. ee 
ae eye “the tribes still carry on their old life, with their herds and cultivation, entirely 
outside the main political stream, ‘They have, at any rate within a radius of 160 miles 
of Kerman, been ostensibly disarmed, and have given up raiding within this area, 
Politically speaking, they do not exist, and they can only again become important if 
there is a general break up of authority. ‘ ice 

3, In the non-tribal country tracts the villagers! only criterion of good govern- 
ment is poaco and security. If their property and means of communication are safe 
thoy ask no more, “They do not even dream of any improvements or developments 
and though there are signs, especially in Bam and Narmashire, that the question of 
the apportionment of the produce betiveon the cultivator and the Arbab will, sooner or 
Tater, require revision and resettlement, this portion of the province is also, politically 
speaking, negligible. bee pepe 7 

4, In the larger towns alone do the inhabitants of this province show any signs 
of political life, and even thon its pulse is feeble, Accustomed to exist at a very low 
economic level, the people are fuliy occupied in earning the meagre necessities with 
hich they have learnt to becomo contented, and nothing except a big advance in 
education or a severe famine is likely to goad them into any appreciable political 
activity. ‘The Kermani is neither fanatical nor ambitious nor a hard worker. His 
natural aptitudes are probably fair, but a long record of misgovernment and oppression, 
agaravated since the closing years of the 19th contury by the scourge of opium, has 
stultified his economic life and degraded his political instincts. ; 

5. Nominally there aro two political parties in Kerman, the Democrats or Social 
Democrats and the Socialists. These are, however, merely names, A few years ago 
the parties were Moderates and Democrats, but it means nothing that the Moderates 
now call themselves Democrats, and the Democrats Socialists. Neither party, in any 
case, either had or have any definite political convictions or programme. ‘Those able 
to form political ideas, in either party, are agrood that the elementary requirements of 
the province are roads, education and assistance to agriculture. Even the Socialists 
do not aim at anything more complicated and advanced than this, and neither party 
have formulated any scheme or programme by which they can realise these objects. 
‘The activities of these two parties reach their height at the elections, when they display 
the only indication of even an appearance of political interest. Even this, however, 
misleading, as membership of tho Majlis is sought almost entirely in order to uso that 
Position to secure Ivcrative employment for one's partisans. ‘The meaning and value 
Of democratic government is beyond the comprehension of the Kermani of to-day ; self- 
{interest is the only political object, and corruption and intrigue the only political 
inethod they know his is not to say that there is no one sufficiently intelligent to 
understand the needs of the time, and none sufficiently patriotic to work for them 
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disinterestedly. ‘There are such men, particularly amongst the rising generation, but 
their ideas are drowned in a sea of talk, and being unable to make headway against 
the inertia of masses, they effect nothing. Moreover, however much they deplore the 
old methods of corruption and intrigue, they all find themselves forced to resort to 
them. This was well illustrated during the recent elections. A young Persian of 
intelligent ideas, an unprejudiced mind and patriotic enthusiasm, receutly started a paper 
in Kerman with the avowed object of guiding Persia to her destiny on lines of her 
own, eschewing the old bughear of foreign interference. This policy was scrupulously 
followed for some weeks, and then, as ho was himself a candidate and felt he was not 
making as much headway as he hoped, he approached His Majesty's consul with a 
request that he would use his influence with the Governor-General on his behalf. ‘The 
request was refused ; but that did not prevent him from again asking His Majesty's 
consul some months Inter to write to the Minister to ask for his influence in securing 
his election for Baluchistan, 

6, Fortunately the void caused by the lack of the political instinct is not filled 
by fanaticism. ‘The Akhunds, though perhaps still the most powerful single force in 
the political life of to-day, cannot be said to have great political influence here. ‘They 
took little interest in the struggle between the mullahs of Kum and the Persian 
Government last autumn. It is true that Kerman was not vitally interested in the 
cause of the quarrel, the conscription Jaw, as that Jaw had not at that time been 
extended to Kerman, but had they been fauatical they would undoubtedly have joined 
the struggle, Only one instance of an attempt to work upon the fanaticism of the 

jasses hins occurred in recent years. In July 1927 they were incited to protest against 
the arrest of a Mahometan rough, who had murdered a Behai in cold blood, on the 
ground that no good mussulman should be But to death for killing a Bohai, With tho 


assistance of the military, however, tho police kept complete control of the situation 
and the agitation died down, 


2 Amount of Control of Present Government, 


7, ‘This province to-day enjoys better security than at any time within living 
memory, ‘This is, however, due rather to the army—for the strength and efficiency of 
which the Shah is responsible—than to sound administration by the Gabinet. or Majlis 
Baluchistan remains to all intents and purposes independent under Dost Mohamined 
Khan, and the Bashakirdi tribes, east of Bunder Abbas, aro still armed and commit 
armed raids and robberies on the southern section of the Kerman Buuder Abbas road, 
as do also certain tribes from Fara provitice, Al! other tribes, excopt the: Rudbaris, 
who have been allowed to retain their arms for protection aguinst the Bashakirdis, have 
boon nominally disarmed, and, though they may still have many hundreds of rilles 
concealment, they dare not use them, and they uo longer constitute a menace to public 
security. ‘The Baluchi robbers of Narmashir have been suppressed, and a security 
noknown for years has been established in Jiruft. Zargham-us-Sultanch of Rudbar, 
though not disarmed and left very much to himself, is under control and has to 
restrain his men from robbery and raids. ‘The Malieh Department has been able to 
collect revenue from large tracts which had previously paid no revenue for years. All 
this is due to the army. 

8. ‘The provinces thus reflect the autocratic rule of the Shab. ‘The army, which 
is rosponsible to the Shah and not to the Majlis, is the backbone of loc: 
tion, Under the gis of the army the various Departments function’ without much 
drive from the Central Government, and with appreciable traces still of the old methods 
of corruption and intrigues, as a brief consideration of the working of the various 
Departments will show; the Finauce Department is frankly unable to control. the 
opium trafic. Owing to corruption among the Malich subordinates, two-thirds of the 
total quantity of opium consumed in this province is contraband. An inspection 
recently revealed serious fraud and corruption in this branch of the Department, but 
influence and intrigue is likely to whitewash most of the junior employees, who are 
local men. Other instances of corruption and iutrigue in the land revenue branch are 
reported from time to time. Corruption is rife in the Nazmich Department, and his 
recently become very glaring under its present chief, ‘The Rais-i-Nazmieh has been 
remitting through the bank sums considerably in excess of his total salary. Several 
officials of this Department were recently involved in an unsavoury affray connected 
with a prostitute. Burglaries are on the increase, and! two instances have recently 
Ccourred of accused persons escaping from police custody whilst under enquiry. 
Enquiries arising out of a serious ease of an unnatural offence have brought to light 
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the existence of a regular gang who bave recently begun to use chloroform for this 
immoral purpose. The Adlih Department have not been paid for six months, and the 
reformed Department is reported to be no better, as regards corruption and delay, than 
the cld Department. ‘The courts have been for some months without several important 
members of their staff. Certain murderers have been in custody awaiting trials for 
‘two years and eighteen months respectively. ‘ 

‘9, The position of the Governor-General has altered considerably in recent years. 

Up till 1922 he was all-powerful; then the control of the various Departments was 
adually taken away from him, and they began to receive instructions direct from 
Headquarters in Tehran. Ho can no longer issue orders to them with any certainty 
that they will be obeyed. Even the appointment of Deputy-Governors is no longer 
entirely in his hands. An incident that occurred recently is significant. ‘The president 
of the Anjuman-iNuzzar at Bam, being afraid that the Governor-General might tamper 
with the election results before forwarding them to Tehran, himself took them direct 
to Tehran, much to the Governor-General’s annoyance, 

10, ‘The situation may therefore be summed up as follows: The Government is 
neither efficient nor popular, and administration is still at a low level. On the other 
hand, the army is comparatively powerful and efficient, and in this province at any rate 
is no longer an instrument of oppression. ‘The control of the Government therefore 
remains effective, 


3, Popularity of the Shah and the present Government, 


11, On the credit side is to be set considerable improvement in public security 
and communication, and though the people are not without a desire for further 
improvements, they have not yet become sufficiently familiar with these somewhat 
‘elementary benefits to feel aggrieved because they have not got more. s 

12, On the other hand, there is a certain fecling of resentment at the continual 
interference of the Shah in the affairs of the Cabinet aud the business of the Majlis, 
This feeling became more crystallised and widespread during the recent elections, 
which were rigged throughout, The scandal became particularly flagrant in Kerman 
town owing to the fact that the elections were interrupted for two months, during 
which all parties watched with interest the struggles of one of the cand dates, 
had secured the majority of votes, but suddenly lost the support of the authorities 
when the Minister of Court, whom he had previously squared, went to Europe and 
was relieved by Nusrated-Dowleh, with who the candidate had an old quarrel. 
‘here is a tendency, however, to blame the Minister of Court or other Ministers for 
tho stato of affairs rather than the Shah, and it is seldom that one hears any criticism 
of the throne. ‘This is partly because the resontment is intellectual rather than moral ; 
they know such interference ix a violation of the theory alike of democracy and of 
constitutional monarchy ; they do nor reully feel that the life and spirit of the nation 
are being seriously thwarted thereby. ‘This is evident from the fact that the critics, 
the Young Persian, themselves use the saine methods of influence and intrigue, if not 
corruption, as they are the only methods that are known to be effective. 

Murmurs are, however, occasionally heard against the Shah's methods of 
enriching himself, It is said that he 1g at becoming the second richest man 
in the world and that he is spending money reserved for the railway on his own 
purposes ; the amount of peculation in the Army Accounts Department is notorious, 
and it is said that army commanders are practically forced to indulge in corruption 
and loot, as they have to give the Shah his share. 

14,” But the people are used to rulers who enrich themselves at the public 
expense, and it cannot be said that this is in itself likely to cause any serious reaction 
of feeling against the Shah. Indeed, the celebrations in honour of the Shah’s 
coronation lust year were the occasion for the display of an amount of enthusiasm and 
patriotic feeling which has not been seen in Kerman for very many years. ‘This sas, 
however, probably not so much because of personal loyalty to the Shah, as because 
the hopes and aspirations of Young Persia found a suitable opportunity for self 
expression owing to the popularity of the present Rais-i-Qushun, who was the presiding 
genius at those celebrations. 

15, ‘Whe only signs that have been noticed which are definitely adverse to the 
Shah are that a gentleman of considerable position and standing on one occasion 
informed we in confidence that there was a strong party waiting for the return of the 
Kajars ; and more recently an assistant in the Imperial Bank of Persia, after a journey 
from Kerman to Shiraz, vid Niriz, wrote to a friend in Kerman: “I was very much 
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struck by the number of times Iwas asked where Ahmed Shah was and what hope 
there was of his return.” It is believed that the writer was referring to the tribes 
living beyond Niriz, but the remark has not been fully elucidated, 

‘16. The position may be summed up as follows: The Shah has done an undoubted 
service to his country by restoring order, and the prople are grateful to him for this. 
He had a great opportunity before him when he came to the throne, and, although he 
hhas done little to justify himself since, he has also done little that offends the national 
‘genius of his people. They are at any rate enjoying better security than they have had 
for years, and if improvements are slow in coming, they are used to this, and there is 
sill always hope that sooner or later something may be done. Meanwhile they realise 
that if the Shah lost his authority there would be chaos. . 


4. Feeling towards Great Britain. 


17. There ean be no doubt that in the towns there is considerable anti-Dritish 
feeling of a mild kind. It seldom amounts to anything so strong as hatred, and is 
usually merely a vague suspicion and mistrust. Bearing in mind that Persia has 
always been independent, there can be no denying that much of our political activities 
in Persia before the war, whatever justification may be found for them on other, wider, 
grounds, did, in fact, amount to serious interference in Persia's internal affairs, which. 
it was inevitable that thinking and patriotic Persians should look back upon. with 
resentment as soon as they felt themselves sufficiently secure to do so. That is one 
reason for the mild anti-British feeliug that undonbted] Another is that 
Persians, or Kermanis at any rate, havo no very strong political instincts or feclinge. 
‘They cannot see their way clearly to their own futuro and they have no very forceful 
ideas as to how such political dreams as they have got should be realised. "Into the 
vacuum caused by their own lack of political ideas and ability resentment against 
foreigners rushes in as a plausible explanation of their own past failures, and present 
difficulties. This resentment turns against the British rather than the Russians, both 
because this was the British ‘‘sphere of influence” under the 1907 agreement and 
because the Persians have been, to some extent (though by no means entirely), taken 
n by the various Soviet gestures of friendliness (their renunciation of their eapitulatory 
rights in 1922, the recent Perso-Soviet trade treaty). ‘The Soviet consul naturally 
rakes the most of his opportunity by propaganda and false rumours, which it is 
ible for the British consul to counter effectually. 
_ 18. The habit still persists, thon, of blaming the British for their ills, If there 
is a riot in the bazaar, if Government decides that the popular candidate should not 
succeed on the election, if there is an earthquake, it is all put down to the machinations 
of the British. All Persian political activities depend on intrigue, and this is no doubt 
one reason why it is so difficult to persuade even our friends that we no longer 
interfere in Persian internal affairs. It seems to them incredible that intrigue should 
not be practised’ when it is s0 obviously possible. ‘They believe that the Shah largely 
ow position to British support, and that the British Minister still induen 
Ministerial and other appointments, In the recent electoral struggles His Majest 
consul was several times asked to uso his influence with the Governor-General or to 
write to the Minister in support of particular candidates. These requests were made 
with the greatest persistence, and, even after lengthy and repeated explanations of our 
policy of non-interference, those who made these reqiiests were only half-convinced that 
the explanations of our policy were sincere. 

19. If it is difficult to convince our friends that we no longer interfere, it is 
obviously impossible to expect to convince our enemies, and the majority undoubtedly 
believe that the British still interfore effectively. ‘Though they resent it, thoir feelings 
are not vehement, largely because they have n ive of their own which they might, 
feel had been thwarted by this imaginary interference. 


5. Other Points of Interest, 


20.—(a.) Feeling towards Russia.—Viewed historically, it seems extraordinary 
that any feelings of friendliness towarde Ruseia should exist in thie eountty, which 
has received little but the most brutal and cynical treatment at her hands. Such 
feelings, however, undonbtedly exist to-day. They may perhaps be traced to a 
sympathy with the Russian people in their abortive struggle to obtain constitutional 
liberties in the early years of this century. ‘The Soviet Government have made skilful 
‘use of gestures to revive and nourish this feoling. The Persians, who are not wanting 
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in intellectual ability, have not, however, been entirely taken in, and they have begun 
to realise that, in spite of their boasts and fine talk, the Bolshevik Government is not 
making much headway in the world. They followed the struggle in China with 
jntereat and fully appreciated the significance of the Bolsheviks’ failure there. ‘The 
Bolshevik bubble is slowly being pricked in Persia, and time tells heavily against 
them. 

(b.) Whatever may be the fact in the north, Southern Persia, or at any rate 
this province, is not yet politically alive. Its economic backwardness and geographical 
jsolation have stifled the growth of political ideas. ‘The spread of education and the 
opportunities for inerease of trade offered by improved communications will no doubt 
in course of time have their effect. But, unless unexpected mineral resources aro 
discovered, it is not likely that Kerman will ever catch up to the rest of Persia either 
economically or politically,

THAVE the honour to transmit herewith to your Lordship copy of a, despatch 
(No. 43 of the 18th September) which I have received from His Majesty's consul- 

neral at Meshed regarding the approaching operations against Dost Mohamed— 
the, most powerful, and hitherto practically independent, chief of Persian 
Baluchistan, 

‘The Persian army budget for the current year provided the sum of 
400,000 tomans for the creation of a Baluchistan brigade, and the conversation which 
the Shah had with Sir R, Clive in May last, as reported in his telegram No. 182 of 
the 18th May, placed beyond doubt the fact that the Central Government intended 
to extend its direct authority to Baluchistan, the only tract of territory which 
yemains outside its control. - 

3, Troops, are being slowly collected both along the Seistan and the Kerman 
line of communications, and it would appear as if the total number will be about 
5,000 men, Dost Mohamed is likely to be greatly outnumbered, and may think it 
more prudent to flee or make terms, The country is, in any ease, so inhospitable 
that no advantage, except one of prestige, is likely to accrue to the Persian Govern- 
ment from bringing the barren deserts of Baluchistan under direct. control.

Lieutenant-Colonel Biscoe to Mr. Parr. 
(No, 43.) 
Sir, Meshed, September 13, 1928. 

WITH reference to my telegram No, 40, dated the 13th September, 1928, Lhave 
the honour to report that I called on the General Officer Commanding to-day to 
Aiseuse with him the forthcoming operations against Dost Mohamed Khan. 

D Tt was in the course of this discussion that Amanulla Mirza informed me 
that Dost Mohamed Khan was in possession of a document issued some years ago 
conferring upon him the governorship of Persian Baluchistan, and that the Shab 
Hind now Ssuued an order depriving him of this governorship and deslaring him to be 
a rebel. This order was being communicated to Dost Mohamed Khan through the 
Officer Commanding the Seistan Brigade, who was at the present moment at 
YKhwash, and steps were being taken to make it generally known in Seistan and 
Persian Baluchistan. : 3 

3. ‘The General Officer Commanding is himself leaving for Duzdap on the 10th 
of this month, stopping for a short time at Birjand en route to supervise the arrange- 
Snents for the conveyance of the troops across the almost waterless area between 
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Shusp and Duzdap. I told him that, in view of the fact that the Government of 
India had undertaken to prevent the Baluch tribes on their side of the border 
affording any assistance to Dost Mohamed Khan, T hoped that he would arrange to 
keep the British authorities in Seistan closely informed of any military operations 
that might be contemplated and of any developments that might occur. He 
readily agreed, and offered to keep me informed by telegram. I said that this would 
not be necessary, but I hoped he would discuss the matter with His Majesty's consul 
for Seistan at Birjand and would arrange a close liaison between the military 
authorities commanding the operations and the British representative at Duzdap. 
He assured me that he was quite ready to co-operate in this matter and moot 
arrange details with Mr. Skrine, 

__ 4 He then went on to discuss the question of what to do with Dost Mohamed 
Khan. He informed’ me that he was going to ask Dost Mohamed Khan to come to 
Meshed or Tehran, but that he did not think it the least likely that the latter would 
agree to do so. ‘The Governor-General, who was present during a part of the inter- 
view, mentioned that the Persian authorities had in the past treated these Baluchi 
chiefs exceedingly badly, and had on several occasions, after swearing on the Koran 
to spare their lives if they surrendered, broken their oaths and killed them; it was 
not to be wondered at, therefore, now if they were somewhat mistrustful. 1 then 
asked Amanulla Mirza if he thought Dost Mohamed Khan was likely to try and 
escape into British territory. He said that he thought tha this was, extremely 
unlikely, but that he would much more probably try and get into Afghanistan. 
Relations between Afghanistan and Persia were at the present time unsatisiactory, 
and His Majesty the King of Afghanistan, when he recently passed through 
Kandahar, had accorded interviews to certain Baluchis there; the Persian 
authorities did not know who the Baluchi chiefs were, or what transpired at the 
interviews, but they were convinced that the Afghan authorities were intriguing with 
and econaraginy the tribes in Persian Baluchistan, and for this reason he believed 
that Dost Mohamed Khan, if he decided to escape, would try and get into 
Ars ; " 

5. Finally, Prince Amanulla Mirza expressed great appreciation of the 
friendly attitude of the British authorities and their readiness to furnish the arins 
and equipment for whieh he bad asked

_ THE ruling family of khans, who abandoned their former nomadic mode of 
existence some thirty or forty years ago, have acquired interests and responsibilities 
apart from the tribes, and it is necessary to draw a distinction between them and 

¢ tribesmen in order to show the extent to which each of them has felt the effects 
of the centralising policy of the Government at Tehran, 












The Tribesmen, 


‘The nomads themselves, a loosely-welded confederation of tribes, continue to 
migrate between their usual summer and winter quarters, ‘They still retain their 
separate tribal entities and acknowledge the khans as their rulers. The Persian 
Government has not yet endeavoured to carry out its alleged intention of converting 
these nomadio shepirds into settled agriculturiste, The tribesman still pays his 
dues to his khan and attends the tribal council for the settlement of his affairs. He 
has not yet had any direct dealings with Persian Government officials, and, in all 
essentials, his mode of life has not yet been affected by the new régime in Persia. 
He has, however, within the last ‘two years been obliged by his khans, under 
instructions from the Central Government, to surrender his weapons, or most of them, 
Somé 14,000 rifles have been collected and handed over to the Government. This 
Almost complete disarmament of the Bakhtiani tribes is in strong contrast with the 
failure of the Persian Government to disarm the tribes of Luristan proper, Kuhgilu, 
and the Arabs of Khuzistan, and has been effected only through the medium of the 
fihans and noe by direct action of Persian offcials. ‘The Bakktiaris now complain, 
not without reason, that they are unable to defend themselves against their 
hereditary enemies, the Kuhgilti tribesmen, who are their nearest neighbours. 


The Khans as Vribal Chiefs. 


‘The Khans, on the other hand, have felt the full effect of the increasing authority 
of the Central Government, They had already, before the rise of Reza Shah 
Pahlavi, lost a great deal of their power and influence in comparison with the days 
when a Bakhtiari khan was Prime Minister of Persia and several provincial 
Governorshipe were held by Baldtiars. he enerrating influence of civilisation 
and internal family quarrels were undermining their strength and vitality, and the 
‘acquisition by them of property in Tehran and Isfahan and the adoption by them 
of town life, placed them under the power of any new authority that might establish 
itself in the capital, In addition to the property acquired by them in these towns 
they possess a large number of villages in the adjoining districts of Burburud, 
Fereidan and Chahar Mahal. In the latter district, which is partly occupied by 
{he tribesmen! in the nummer inonhs, and which is neareat to Bakhtiari proper, the 
khang had, indeed, established their undisputed authority, and the governorship of 
Chahar Mahal came to be considered a hereditary right of the khans. 
‘They have now, however, been deprived of this last of their external goyernor- 
and their authority is limited solely to their hereditary chieftainship of the 











in this office there now appears a tendency on the part of Persian Govern- 
ment officials to dispute the authority of the khans, Within the last few days some 
Adliyeh officials of Isfahan paid a surprise visit to the hans’ camp at Chigakhor, 
on the outskirts of Chahar Mahal, and investigated the khans’ methods of dispensing 
justice amongst their tribesmen, ‘They demanded to see the prisons which, accordin; 
to the new Adliyeh laws, every provincial Government should maintain. They found 
fault with the fact that the prison maintained by the khans was a tent and that 
offenders awaiting trial were chained. Finally, ‘they ordered the eighteen tribal 
offenders, who then happened to be awaiting trial by the khans, to be marched off to 
Isfahan tobe tried in the Adliyeh, It remains to be seen whether this is merely an 
incidental raid by the nearest Adliyeh officials into a new and possibly profitable 
field, or whether it augurs a definite policy of gradual interference in internal tribal 
alfairs by the Persian Government. 

‘The tribes have hitherto had their own code of laws and have been subject to a 
comparatively benevolent system of patriarchal government under their chiefs, and 
as long as they remain a nomadic people, inhabiting remote mountainous country, it 
would appear difficult to impose on them a system of laws which, in their primitive 
society, they do not understand. ‘The ordinary nomad, accustomed to the summary 
methods of his tribal chief, would be an easy prey ina Persian court of law, and, as 
one of the khans remarked, for example, a tribesman whose donkey was stolen could 
hardly be expected to walk several days’ journey from his mountain home to the 
nearest Adliyeh Court to lay his grievance before the Adliyeh officials, to pay the 
“usual fees,’” and to produce witnesses, &e. If he attempted to do so, he would 

robably find on his return that the rest of his goods and chattels had disappeared. 
Noo attempt has yet been made to establish the ordinary nuachinery of government 
in these remote districts, and where the Central Government has failed to provide 
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security for the lives and goods of its subjects it cannot expect the latter to conform 
to its laws. It was therefore difficult for the khans to explain to the tribal council, 
in connexion with the removal of the above-mentioned eighteen prisoners, the 
conception of a crime against the State as opposed to an offence against a person. 
‘The explanation was with reference specially to one of the prisoners who was accused 
of murder, and whose chie? came forward with the usual offer of blood monet 
atonement for the crime, ‘The khans tried to explain that in civilised States there 
were certain crimes which could not be settled ont of court but must. be punished bj 
tho State andldhat Persia. including Berutian, was wow vole covsiderediaiciy a 
State! 





The Khans as Landowners. 


_ But it is in their capacity as landowners that the khanshaye recently experienced 
their greatest, difficulties. “The peasants in their villages revolted against the 
authority of the khans, claimed that the land and the water belonged to God, and 
that the produce of the land belonged to those who worked the land, namely, 
themselves. ‘They refused to pay anything to the khans or to give them their share 
of the produce. Trouble of this nature had started in one or two villages as lon 
as four years ago, notably in the village of Haftsheijan, belonging to Morteza Gult 
Khan, but it was only this summer that it spread to a large number of villages, that 
committee of villagers was formed to direct the movement, and that the villagers 
adopted a threatening attitude towards the khans their landowners, A regular 
programme, of an unmistakably Bolshevik complexion, was adopted by the committee 
‘composed chiefly of ex-servants of the khans, who had been dismissed by the hans 
for various reasons in the past and who had visited Isfahan and ‘Tehran and imbibed 
new ideas of freedom and equality, which they proceeded to impart to the villagers. 
Persian Government officials, al\vays jealous of Hereditary khans, saw in the new” 
situation a possible chance to enrich themselves, and did nothing to remove the khans) 
ficulties which increased when the khans were deprived of the governorship of 
Chabar Mahal, Any action taken by the khans resulted in appeals by the peasants 
instigated by the committee to the Adliyeh, In view of the suspicion with which 
the Khans ate still regarded by the Shah, and conyinced that His Majesty was still 
determined further to damage their interests, the khans were powerless against their 
peasants, who at first received a sympathetic hearing from the Persian authorities, 

uring this summer some of the committee proceeded to Tehran and were even 
received by the Prime Minister. ‘The khans relate an amusing incident in connexion 
with their interview. It appears that Sirdar Jang Bakhtiari was with the Prime 
Minister when representatives of the committee arrived, and, to his astonishment, 
proved to be a number of his former servants, Sirdar Jang was further astonished 
When the Prime Minister greeted his ex-servants with all respect, shook hands with 
them, offered them cigarettes, and requested them to be seated. ‘The committee were 
also, it appears, embarrassed, and requested Sirdar Jang's permission before they 
sat down. 

Eventually, however, the Persian Government sent-a commission of three Persian 
officials to Chahar Mahal to investigate. ‘This commission examined the peasants’ 
grievances and the khans’ title to the land in dispute, and in July last submitted 
their report which, in almost all villages, was in favour of the khans, The villagers 
nevertheless refused to accept the decisions of the commission, with the result that 
in August the Civil Governor of Chahar Mahal was replaced by a military officer, 
who was authorised to use force if necessary to oblige the peasants to abide by the 
decisions of the commission and to pay to the landlords their just dues. The Military 
Governor is carrying out his instructions, and with his help the khans are now 
receiving from their peasants the payments in kind and cash normally due to the 
landowner. 

‘his trouble between the khans and their peasants, though of no immediate 
concern to the Bakhtiari tribesmen, has, however, been followed with attention by 
the latter, and the khans are concerned Jest these revolutionary ideas should spread 
tothe tribes. Such a contingency is by no means impossible owing to the declining 
power and prestige of the khans. ‘The total loss of the authority of the khans over 
the tribes would result in a relapse of Bakhtiari into a state resembling that of the 
neighbouring districts of Kuhgilu and Luristan, where the Persian Government is 
finding it difficult and expensive to establish any form of authority over a number 
of independent tribes owning no central tribal leadership. ‘The steps recently taken 
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by the Persian Government to suppress these Bolshevik tendencies of the peasants 
should discourage for the present the adoption of any such ideas by the tribesmen. 
But the risk remains and should not be ignored by the Persian Government, especially

Russian Propaganda in Chahar Mahal. 


Tt appears that the commission of Persian officials appointed to investigate the 
unrest among the peasants in Chahar Mahal ascertained that the Russian consul at 
Isfahan had at his disposal a sum of 16,000 tomans for propaganda work among 
the peasaiita, Of thie sum 5,000 tomans is reported to have been spent already 
‘The khans had been wondering how their ex-servants, of whose financial resources 
they were aware, could afford to travel frequently between Chahar Mahal, Isfahan 
and Tehran by car, live comfortably, call on Cabinet Ministers and assist the 

easants to take their grievances to the Adliyeh Courts, ‘The explanation is now 
forthcoming. ‘The Russian consul called lately on the Military Governor of Chahar 
Mahal, when the latter was in Isfahan, and endeavoured to obtain from him details 
of the unrest among the peasants, He has also recently visited Deh Kurd, the seat 
of the local Government, Russian commercial agents have come on two or three 
‘occasions to Chahar Mahal, A few days ago a Russian official of the “Sharq” 
Company called on Amir Hussein Khan, son of Sirdar Zaffar, at his village of Deh 
Chashmeh in Bakhtiari, and suggested opening a branch of his company there for 
the sale of petrol. He was dissuaded from doing so, It is perhaps not altogether a 
coincidence that Deh Chashmeh should be one of the villages in which the khans have 
had the greatest trouble with the peasants, whose attitude was so threatening that, 
but for the assistance of the Military Governor of Chabar Mahal, the khans would 
hhaye had to leave the village. ‘There 
Chashmeh, 

Tt is perhaps unfair to lay the blame for the present unrest entirely on the 
peasants and their instigators.” The lot of the peasant in Bakhtiari, no less than 
elsewhere in Persia, has not been an enviable one, and some of the khans have at 
times no doubt been guilty of serious oppression towards their peasants. The khang 
are now, however, too frightened to seek to obtain more than their just dues, and if 
the peasants succeed in depriving them of their land in Chahar Mahal, landowners 
in other parts of Persia are likely to experience similar trouble, It is probably only 
this danger, common to all landlords, that has induced the Shah, himself now a 
landowner with extensive property, to support the khans.

Finances of the Khans, 





The trouble in Chahar Mahal has naturally reduced any income that the khans 
received from their properties in that district, ‘The various changes in the fortunes 
of the khans have resulted also in further financial loss to them from their other 
former main sources of revenue. governorship of the tribes was formerly a 
lucrative post when the khans paid little or no taxes to the Central Government. 
Now, in this respect, the Ikhani is little more than a tax-gatherer on behalf of the 
Government. ‘The actual revenues obtained from the tribes is estimated this vear to 
exceed the revenue payable to Government by about 5,000 tomans, which represents 
the amount obtained by the present Likhani, a sum to which he might not unjustly 
consider himself entitled in lieu of a salary. ‘The Khans have this year rea 
and considerably reduced the taxes due by the tribesmen, 

‘The khans again formerly kept for themselves any money they received from 
the Anglo-Persian Oil Company for the sale or the rent of land to the company for 
its operations in the oil-fields, although the tribesmen claim that they should receive 
a share of the proceeds. Now, however, it is understood that the Shah receives half 
the proceeds of these transactions. Moreover, the income payable to the khans from 
the shares which they hold inthe Anglo-Tersian Oi! Company has, during the last 
five years, been largely absorbed by aninual payments to the Persian Government on 
account of arrears of taxes due by the khans to the Government, and on account of 
the large fine imposed on the khanis by the Shah for the Shelil incident of 1923. ‘The 
fifth and final instalment of the fine will, however, be paid off this year, and the 
hans’ financial burdens will be lightened to that extent. 
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Bakhtiari Road. 


Another former source of revenue to the khans was the Bakhtiari road. ‘To 
recoup themselves for their original expenditure on the construction of this caravan 
track, for minor repairs undertaken from time to time on the road and its bridges, 
and for guards maintained to protect it, the khans used to collect tolls on the bridge 
With the abolition of all road tolls in the interior of Persia, this source of income 
was also closed to the khans; an income which usually exceeded the expenditure it 
was intended to cover. As a result of the abolition of the tolls, the khans haye not 
in the last two or three years carried out any repairs to the three main bridges on the 
road. One of these bridges, a wooden structure over the Karun at Dopulun, is in 
serious need of repair and might collapse at any, moment, One of the other two, 
which are both iron suspension bridges, also requires attention, though it is not yet 
in a dangerous state; the third is in good condition, ‘The responsibility for the 
upkeep of this road and its bridges has now apparently been taken over by the 
Ministry of Public Works, and a Russian Armenian employee has been sent by that 
Ministry to inspect the bridges. ‘The khans have not, however, refused to supply 
ards for the road, But they have been handicapped by the failure of the Persian 
Hovernment to supply, them with ammunition for the 190 tribesmen who guard the 
road. After the disirming of the Bakhtiari tribes, the Persian Government issued 
to Sirdar Zaffar, who was then Iikhani, 200 rifles and 9,000 rounds of ammunition 
for this purpose, and also for the maintenance of a few armed retainers necessary to 
the khani, Of the ammunition practically none remains, and the rifles, never very, 
good, are becoming useless, The Government had, until recently, refused to furnish 
fresh supplies either of rifles or ammunition, or even to allow the Tkhani to purchase 
them from the military stores. Permission for the latter course has now, however, 
been obtained and a sinall supply of ammunition has been bought, Meanwhile, the 
Bakhtiari road has become unsafe, It has recently been raided by Kuhgilu tribesmen, 
to such an extent that the majority of the Bakhtiari tribesmen, who use the road for 
their annual migration, and'who are now unarmed and cannot retaliate, have this 
autumn gone south by another and more difficult, track further in the interior of 
Bakhtiari, In spite of the development of motor transport on alternative routes, the 
Bakhtiari track is still used to a certain extent for the transport of British goods, 
and it is to be hoped that the Persian Government will not continue to refuse to 
assist the khans to keep the track open for caravans, 

Kubgilu tribesmen are still fully armed and acknowledge no authority, save 
that of their separate independent tribal chiefs, Last year the opportunity was 
taken of a quarrel between the two sections of the tribes to send a combined military 
and Bakhtiari expedition against them, ‘The force stucceeded in occupying some of 
thai villages and in pillaging lange herd of their enitlo an shep, Pho General 
Officer Commanding the Southern Army, who was in command of the operations, is 
reported to have made 60,000 tomans from the sale of the captured cattle and other 
loot, but the Kuhgilu tribes were not disarmed. A further military expedition is 
again to go to Kubgilu this year, and it is to be hoped for the safety of Bakhtiari 

fat it will be more successful than its predecessor in disarming the Kubgilt. tribe 

‘Phe Bakhtiari tribes are now on their way to their winter quarters. 
villagers in Chahar Mahal are quiet, and have temporarily resumed, their normal 
role as peasants towards the khans, their landlords. ‘The khans themselves are 
dispersing to their yarious homes in the villages in Chahar Mahal, For the moment, 
therefore, the affairs of Bakhtiari are more or less normal, It appears, however, 
that it is the intention of the Shah eventually to oblige the tribesmen to settle and 
cultivate the land and to abandon their wandering mode of existence. Amir Jang 
informs me that at a recent audience he had with the Shah, His Majesty asked him 
whether he thought the scheme practicable, His Majesty warned Amir Jang that 
he wanted no evasive reply, but his honest opinion given in a straightforward 
manner as a simple Lur! Amir Jang informed the Shah that he thought it quite 
possible, but that it must be done gradually. ‘The reply did not please the Shah, who 
Kas obvionsly anxious to carry out his plan as soon as possible, for he asked Amir 
Jang angrily whether he thought his successor and not he, Reza Shah, should under- 
take the work. In this connexion Amir Jang added a piece of information which, 
‘although not properly within the scope of this report, may not be without interest, 
Hie Majesty, beig aware of the manner in which whole sections of tribes have, at 
Jisious Lines in the history of Persia, been moved from one district and settled in 


















































[nother, is determined to adopt similar methods as a. possible solution of some of the 
Perso-Ltaq frontier difficulties. He is convinced that as long as Arab tribesmen 
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inhabit the land on both sides of the southern Perso-Iraq frontier, there will always 
be frontier disputes. He intends, therefore, to withdraw the Persian Arabs some 
distance within the frontier zone and to replace them by Lurs, Kurds or Bakhti 
s0 as to have a barrier of the latter tribes between the Persian and Iraq Arabs. 
‘There is no indication yet of any immediate intention of the Shah to take steps 
of this nature, though his projected visit to Khuzistan this autumn may not 
unconnected therewith. But even if no systematic attempt is made by the Govern- 
ment to convert the Bakhtiari nomads into settled agriculturists, either in 
Bakhtiari or elsewhere, the present trend of events in Persia is exercising an 
undoubted influence on conditions in Bakhtiari, ‘The older chiefs regret the days 
of their autocratic rule over the tribes; and the great influence which they were able 
to wield in their position as hereditary chiefs of these powerful tribes. But the 
younger generation of khans has grown up in a different atmosphere and is to a 
Targe extent out of touch and sympathy with the tribesmen. The latter themselves 
are being influenced by their contact with civilisation in the oil-fields, and, more 
recently, with the new ideas current among the peasantry of Chahar Mahal. If the 
Central Government continues to extend its effective authority over the remoter 
districts of the country, it can only be a matter of time before there isa gradual 
dissolution of the semi-independent tribal confederation of Bakhtiari, and the 
adoption by the tribesmen of a more settled existence under the direct control of the 
Persian Government.

General—It is reported that the present economic condition of Russia is worse 
than it was,two or three years ago., ‘This, the informant stated, is due primarily to 
the economic fallacies uriderlying the Communist conceptions, secondly, to the fact 
that the Bolsheviks, instead of devoting themselves to economic reconstruction at 
home, spend vast sums on propaganda, Some new factories have been erected, but 

onder to supply their needs, machinery is transferred to them from old factories, 
thus dislocating the output. 

‘The number of Russians who cross the frontier into Persia is steadily increasing, 
many of whom are of the educated class, 

Moscow (from a source believed reliable). Military News—The senior staff 
officers in the Moscow War Office are to be changed round; also, it is proposed to 
transfer units in the Moscow district to provincial districts, replacing, them with 
units from the provinces.

3, Sir Henry Dobbs has now informed me by telegram that the three aeroplanes 
in question were carrying out an. inspection of the old Ianding-ground at Qaraity 
‘At that point there is a sharp re-entrant in the frontier. and one pilot who was new 
to the district lost touch with the other two planes, and jn ignorance of the frontier 
Tine crossed it to the approximate distance of 2 miles, Sir Henry Dobbs assures. me 
that this machine was the only one to cross the frontier, and that, moreover, it was 
never less than 4,000 fect up, and therefore did not come near the ground at Qusr. 
Sir Henry Dobbs adds that he regrets this violation of the frontier, which was made 
quite inadvertently.

My dear Minister, Galhek, October 6, 1928, 

WITH reference to the verbal complaint made to me by your Highness on the 
30th September regarding three British aeroplanes which ae alleged to have crossed 
the Perso-Iraq frontier in the neighbourhood of Qasr-i-Shirin, I have the honour to 
transmit to you herewith a copy of a note which I have sent to the Acting Minister 
for Foreign Affairs in reply to a complaint in this connexion which he addressed to 
me on the 2nd October.* 

‘Your Highness will see that the one plane which crossed the frontier did so quite 
inadvertently owing to the fact that its pilot did not know the district and lost. touch 
with his companions. 

When making the complaint last Sunday, your Highness said that orders would 
be issued to the frontier authorities in future to fire on planes crossing the frontier 
without permission. I trust, however, that you will agree that when, as in this 
case, the violation was made in error and in ignorance of the exact frontier line, it 
would hardly be appropriate to fire at the machine. 

T venture to express the hope that such instructions in this sense as may have 
been sent to the local uthorities may be modified. 

It is needless for me to say that, if the Imperial Government will inform me of 
any complaints of such a nature which may occur in future, T will immediately take 
steps to bring them to the notice of the British High Commissioner at Bagdad.

Tabriz, October 19, 1928. 

WITH reference to my telegrams Nos, 27, 20, 31 and 32 relative to conscription, 
Thave the honour to report that on the evening of the 17th instant a crowd, estimated 
‘at soine 10,000 men, attempted to make their way to the Armanistan quarter of the 
town in order, as it was believed, to take “bast” at the Russian consulate-general, 
where, according to reports, the veracity of which it is impossible to ascertain, they 
had been assured of a hearty welcome, 

2. ‘Phe crowd was led by a brother of the’ well-known fanatical mullah, 
Sheikh Gulam Hussein, When the mob arrived at the northern end of the street 
Which leads to the Russian consulate-general, a detective, by name Abbas, stepped 
forward and pointing a revolver at the head of the leader, ordered him to turn back, 
‘Phe leader thereupon sat down on the ground, erying aloud that he was being killed. 
‘Phe mob then set upon Abbas and alaboured him with knives, scicks and stones. 
Abbas was soon quite unrecognisable, but he lived on until the evening of the 
18th instant. ‘Two policemen, who came to his assistance, were also badly treated, 
and one of them is expected to die, A batch of soldiers soon arrived upon the scene 
‘and fired several volleys over the heads of the crowd, which speedily dispersed. This 
incident was the beginning and the end of the disturbances. 

3, Before dawn on the 16th October arrests began and are still continuing. Of 
the four mujtahids of Tabriz oly ot . Haji Mirza Abul Hasan Agha Angayi, has 
heen arrested, together with all his family, It is understood that they have ect sent 
to Tehran, Mirza Sadiq Agha, who is generally considered to rank before Angaji, 
Was Wot formally arrested, but’ he was notified that it would be desirable that he 
should leave for ‘Tehran, and it is believed that he has already done so. His son 
‘and two of his brothers were, however, among those arrested. rom the beginning of 
the crisis the attitude of these two mujtahids has been unsatisfactory from the point 
of view of the Goverment, “Anga}i allowed himself to be persuaded to come to 
Tabriz, escorted by many thousands of the population, as reported in my despatch 
No. 68, Since then, he, like many others, has been waiting to see which way the 
wind was blowing, ‘To deputations of the people urging him to make some 
pronouncement he ts reported to have replied that when faced with the dilemma of 
having to choose between submitting to the Sijil Ahval registration or abandoning 
their pilgrimages to Mecca, Kerbalah or Meshed, they had discarded his advice, 
which was to give up the pilgrimages rather than to register themselves, On a host 
Of similar occasions they had flouted his counsel, after having sought it. ‘They had 
slept out of doors, and if they had now caught a chill they had no one to thank but 
themselves. By these and similar utterances Angaji is considered to have shown 
clearly that he was not in favour of the Government's innovations. Tn regard to the 
Pallavi hat question, his attitude was unequivocal. ‘The eabmen who, as reported 
in my telegram No, 29 of the 16th October, had discarded the new hat which they had 
hoen wearing for a few days, were called on the 17th to the police stations and there 
made to sig a document promising to wear only Pahlavi hats. Having signed they 
ent to Angaji, who told them that a promise extorted was not binding, with the 
Wesult that for the rest of the day they wore the old headgear. After the arrests. 
however, they once more donned the Pahlavi hat, this time, perhaps, for good.

Speech Delivered by His Majesty the Shah on the occasion of the Opening of the 
Majlis on October 6, 1928. 
(ranslation,) 

TT isa great source of pleasure to us to open the seventh session of the National 
Consultative Assembly. The people's representatives, who do not forget the 
important duties with which they are charged, will not hesitate to spend all their 
nergy in serving their country and in collaborating with the Government with a view 
ta compassing the ways and means necesary for the progress and happiness of the 
people 

‘The relations of our country with all other countries are founded on the basis of 
friendship and respect, and every day sees them better and more nearly complete. 
‘The abrogation of the Capitulations which our Government succeeded in accom- 
plishing last spring, and the conclusion of new treaties which are in accordance with 
the dignity and the interests of our country, are two factors which will contribute 
considerably to the good relations between Persia and foreign countries. We feel 
confident that gradually the relations of our country with all foreign countries will 
Getnia the highest degtee of perfection, of mutual confidence, of close co-operation 
and of common economic and commercial interest. 

‘Wo are glad to see that our country has recently been elected a member of the 
Council of the League of Nations, and that it will collaborate still more effectively 
with the other Governments in order to strengthen the world peace.

harmony with our desires, because we hope that the Persian people will spend the 
whole of its energies in making Persia prosperous, and this can only be done i there 
is universal peace. 
‘The financial situation of the country has become more satisfactory, especially 
ring th lst yeu. 
he Persian National Bank, which has been recently established, will be of 
great help in the economic, commercial and agricultural progress of the country, 
{ind we have repeatedly instructed our Government to takediligent care in improving 
these matters, We haye algo instructed our Government to do all that can be done 
for the improvement of agriculture and for the amelioration of the condition of the 
peasants ag well as to revise the land taxes so that the poorer class may not suffer. 
‘All these improvements, together with many other reforms which need not he 
mentioned here, must be carried ont by means of co-operation between the Govern- 
ment and the National Consultative Assembly, and I hope that the Seventh Majlis 
complete the work of the Sixth Majlis, which during its term performed 
important tasks, and its energy and co-operation in national reforms merit 
‘appreciation. 
Tn addition, the National Consultative Assembly must pay especial attention to 
the improvement of public morals, to the encouragement of patriotism, to the accom 


ishment of their duties by the citizens of the country, and to the propagation of 
loyalty, faith and virtue.

IN paragraph 115 of the Meshed Consular Diary No. 8 for the month of August 
1928, I reported that a commission had proceeded from Meshed to the Hari Rud 
River to meet a Russian commission there, and to discuss with them a project for the 
construction of a barrage at Pul-i-Khatun, 

2. ‘The commission has now returned after what appears to have been a very 
perfunctory visit to the site, in fact, T understand that they only stayed two days at 
Puli-Khatan, although the project is a lange one and could obyiously not be studied 
within this very limited period, ‘Two members of the Russian commission also came 
to Meshed, but after a stay of a few days have left for Askabad, 

3, Tam informed that the Russians stated that they were prepared to construct 
the barrage at their own expense, and to allot either one-fifth or one-quarter of the 
water to Persia, In addition, however, they stated that it would be necessary for 
them to construct a railway for the carriage of materials from Tejend to Sarakhs 
‘and on to Pul-i-Khatun, ‘They stated that the ground on the Russian side of the 
river between Sarakhs and Puli-Khatun was difficult, and they therefore hoped 
that the Persian Government would allow them to build the railway along the 
Persian bank of the river. Mirza Jawaz Khan Kadimi, the Foreign Office represen- 
tative on the commission, stated that the proposal to construct, 120 miles of railway 
Tine simply in order to carry material for a barrage seemed to him ridiculous, and it 
ing evident that the Russians had some ulterior motive in view, He said that he 
had reported against the project to the Persian Foreign Office, T made enquiries 
to ascertain whether the railway project had been previously broached to the Persian 
Government, and am informed that in the instructions issued to the commission it 
was stated that if the Russians should ask for authority to construct-a railway for the 
{arriage of material, the Persian Government would consider it sympathetically

IN continuation of my despatch No, 44, dated the 24th September, 1928, 
regarding the Pul-i-Khatun barrage, Thave the honour to report that Mirza Jawad 
Khan Kadimi, the Foreign Office representative on the Persian commission, came 
to see me to-day and we discussed the project. at: some length, and Tam, therefore, 
tow writing to amplify somewhat the information contained in my previous 
despatch

2, Mirza Jawad Khan bey saying that an agreement had been come to 
between the Russian and Persian Governments some three or four years ago 
regarding the division of the Hari Rud water. One of the terms of this agreement 
was to the effect that the water should be divided into ten parts, of which the 
Russians should be entitled to seven and the Persians to three. In accordance 
with this a rough and temporary divide had been constructed near Sarakhs, and the 
water was taken off approximately in the above proportions. Another condition wi 
that both parties were entitled to take off 50 litres of water (Lam unable to say what 
amount this represents; it is not metric Titres but some local term, and T am informed 
that it is only a small quantity) above Pul-i-Khatun for the use of their respective 
posts on each side of the river, ‘This was primarily intended for drinking purposes, 
hut the Persians use it also for cultivating a small area. ‘Thirdly, it was agreed that 
arrangements should be made to store the water during the winter, so that it could 
he available for use during the summer months, and that the engineers of the two 
countries should meet to decide how this could best be accomplished and whether 
such an arrangement would be advantageous. As Mirza Jawad Khan Kadimi 
himself pointed out, in this clause of the agreement, the cart had been put in front 
of the horse. It should first have been Inid down that the engineers should meet. to 
disouss the project, and if they considered it desirable, means should then be adopted 
to store the water, instend of which the agreement was vice versé. 

3, Tt was in fulfilment of the terms of the third paragraph that the present 
commission had heen appointed, ‘The Russian members consisted of two engineers 
cmployed in the Tr n Department at Askabad, and the Persian members of 
two engineers, and Kadimi as the Foreign Office representative. Kadimi stated 
that, in his opinion, the project would not be beneficial to the Persian cultivators for 
the following reasons :— 


‘rstly, there was no land which could be irrigated from the barrag 
PubiKhatin. Tt would be necessary to construct a costly and lengthy © 
through hilly ground from Pul-i-Khatun to Sarakhs. Secondly, the water from the 
barrage would have to be taken across the Kashaf Rud, which flows into the Hari 
Rud below the barrage, and this would necessitate the construction of an extremely 
costly viaduct, ‘Thirdly, there was a narrow gorge on the Russian side of the 
Tart Rud above the site of the proposed barrage, through which a certain amount of 
water was taken by the Russians when the river was in flood. Tf, however, a channel 
Was dug through this gorge, the Russians would be able to take the whole of the 
Hari Itud water down it, and thereby prevent any water reaching the barrage. 
Finally, the Russian engineers bad pointed out that the Hari Rud River rose in 

hhinistan, aud it was quite possible that at any time the Afghans might them- 
elven construct a barrage higher up;_it would, therefore, be necessary to come to a 
preliminary agreement regarding this with the Afghan Government. 


4, nally, Lasked Mirza Jawad Khan Kadimi regarding the railway project. 
id that the Persian Government had agreed that if the Russian Government 
wished to put down a temporary line solely and specifically for the carriage of 
materials for the barrage, they Would raise no objections. He stated that there 
Was no doubt that the Russians were constructing a line from Tejend to Sarakhs. 
He had heard various rumours to the effect that in places rails and sleepers had 
already been laid; he could not youch for this, but he was certain that earthwork 
was it progress, and he expressed some scepticism whether, if the Russians were 
‘allowed to put down a so-called temporary line for the carriage of materials, it 
would ever be pulled up. 

5. In view of all these difficulties and objections, Kadimi was certainly himself 
strongly opposed to the project, and he stated that the Persian engineers were going 
to submit for the consideration of the Government an alternative projects namely, & 
harrage across the Kashaf Rud River instead of across the Hari Itud. “The Kashat 
Rud rises about 40 miles north-west of Meshed, and flows down the Meshed Valley 
to the Har Rud, Its water is already very largely used for cultivation and 1s taken 
off every few miles throughout its length by water channels. In winter, however, 
there is) of course, some surplus, and if it was stored, say, some 20 miles above its 
junction with the Hari Rud, the water could doubtless be used to cultivate the 
low-lying lands near Saralchs. . 4 

0. Kadimi told me that as the Russian representatives on the commission were 


only two in number, and the Persians three, the former had asked that the Soviet 
consul-general in Meshed should be allowed to sit on the commission; to this the 


Persian Government had agreed, but had given orders to its local representatives 
that discussions should merely be verbal and that no agreements should be entered 
into nor binding decisions taken.

position taken up by the Persian Government on these questions, or commit them to 

a line of policy which they were not prepared to approve. His Highness, indeed, 

intimated as much to me during a conversation on other matters, adding that 

Kazemy had been sent to Bagdad to deal with the definite question and not to arrange 

the future relations between the two countries. 

2, It seems that, on receipt of Kazemy’s report of his conversation with His 
Majesty King Faisul, certain instructions were sent hin which to, some extent 
revealed the intentions of the Persian Government. As soon as His Highness 
realised that these instructions had been given on a false assumption, he decided to 
recall Kazemy in order to avoid any future misunderstandings of the kind. I took 
the opportunity of informing Taimiourtache that I was sorry that he had felt, it 
necessary to take this action, as, in my opinion, Kazemy had, on the whole, carried 
ut his mission successfully, and had certainly improved the position of the specific 
question with which he had been sent out to deal. 

3. I fear that the assumption contained in paragraph 8 () of your despateh 
No, 2244, that I hiad already communicated to the Persian Government the con- 
ditions upon, which the Iraq Government were, prepared to accept a, Mised 
Commission, is based on a misapprehension, since I have not yet approached them 
officially onthe subject.

IN continuation of my letter dated the 80th August, 1025, I have the honour 
to enclose a eopy of correspondence regarding the levying of customs ‘dues on stores 
imported by the staff of the Indo-European Telegraph Department at Jask. From 
telegrams which I have received from Yezd and Kerman, it appears that the customs 
officers at Bunder Abbas have also received orders that nothing imported by the 
Indo-European Telegraph Department is exempt from duty. 

2. Seeing that fifteen years ago the Council of Ministers, at a time when the 
Majlis was not sitting, sanctioned the extension of our concessions on the under- 
standing that we should incur a large expenditure on the reconstruction of the

Dizful road, by which I returned on the Ist-2nd October to Ahwax from my 
summer tour, 
The road was then being used by light cars, though it was not officially open to 
the public, aud pormission was necessary to travel on it, Between 3,000 and 4,000 
workmen were occupied, principally in widening the road, which in several places 
was too narrow to allow more than one car to pass at a time, The surface of the 
ially on the Khorremabad-Dizfal section, was not good; for considerable 
it was still in an unfinished state; the task of rolling in the loose earth 
and stones had not yet been undertaken, When this is done, and the widening 
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completed, the new road should compare favourably with any other road in Persia. 
‘There are no very steep gradients or sharp bends, and the alignment followed avoids 
the higher hills which the main caravan track crosses. ‘The new road is much longer 
Heer aravan track, ‘The distance from Burujird to Khorremabad is 72 miles, 
‘and from Khorremabad to Dizful 165 miles. New constructional work has been 
carried out over the whole of this distance, except for the first 22 miles from. 
Burujird, where the old caravan track is followed across a plain to the foot of the 
first range of hills, 
Tattuch a rough report on the general direction of the road, the mileage, &. 
Twas informed by Te persian officers with whom T stayed in Khorremabad that 
the Burujird-Khorremabad section of the road is guarded by the Fauj-i-Pablavi 
End the Khorremabad-Dizful section by the Fauj-iAhan. At Khorremabad itself 
there is.a large military camp with 3,000 or £000 troops, two armoured cars, eight 
mountain, guns, mimerous machine guns, searchlights, &e, ‘The headquarters of 
the Fanj-icAhan are at Muruni, 70 miles from Khorremabad. Within the last year 
fh new and conciliatory policy has been adopted towards the Lur tribesmen, many 
Gr whose chiefs are now inKhorremabad receiving subsidies; some of the more 
friendly chiefs have been allotted certain sections of the road to guard, and have 
supplied numbers of men to work on the road. An attempt is being made to settle 
the tribes in the neighbourhood of the road. ‘The Sagwand tribe, especially, is 
eneamped in numerous black tents along the Burujird-Khorremabed section, but 
the mud buildings built at several places along the road for the tribesmen to live in 
iad not yet bean occupied.

of in mid-stream, there would have been no oceasion for the special provision 
giving Persian ships Tiberty of navigation up to the point of contact of, the 
Frontiers of the two parties, Tt would thus be wrong to assert that the 1913-14 
frontior settlement, by which, generally speaking, and except in the neighbourhood 
of Mohammerah, all the river was left under Ottoman sovereignty and the frontier 
fixed’ at low-water mark on the Persian bank, deprived Persia of her rights under 
the Treaty of Brzeram to a more favourable frontier’ on the Shatt-el-Arab. The 
113-14 settlement merely fulfilled in this respect the obvious intentions of the

4, This not necessary here to enter into a detailed refutation of the stateme 
contained in the Persian Minister of the Court's private letter of the 19th April

5, There remains the contention that the present frontier is unfair to Pei 
highly illogical in, principle, and contrary to international rules and universal 
custom, I transinit to you the accompanying copy of a memorandum prepared in 
this Department, which shows that there is some foundation for the Minister of the 
Court's opinion ‘that when this frontier was fixed, it was not fixed in accordance 
with general international practice. But it does not therefore follow that the 
present frontier is entirely indefensible on the grounds of equity. It may be true

IN continuation of Mr. Parr’s despatch No. 442 of the 16th October. I have the 
honour to inform your Lordship: that the Majlis, in its sitting of the 20th November, 
resolved to submit a telegraphic notification to His Majesty the Shah, who is away 
in South Persia, of its readiness to begin official business. ‘The message stated that 
the Majlis made this notification in accordance with the provisions of the 10th article 
Of the Fundamental Laws, and that it hoped that, as stated in His Majesty's speech 
Ai the opening of the Seventh Legislature, the Government would take every action 
necessary for the progress of the country. ‘Tt would itself, in accordance with its 
uty and the desire of His Majesty, do all that it could to assist, and it had therefore 
erent hopes that much would be accomplished during its term of office, 

2. “At the same sitting the Prime Minister, supported by the Cabinet Ministers 
present in Tehran, attended and presented the programme of the Goverument. 

3; In his opening speech, the Prime Minister made « brief allusion to the work 
acoonplistied by his Cabmet in co-operation, with the last Majlis, and then went on 
to review the tore important works which it was hoped to carry on and complete
